Sources said: the Americans ap- 
parently would give'lhe' Algerians 
the final figure Washington was 
prepared to put into escrow with 
Algeria — as demanded by Teheran 
— to win the hostages freedom, and 
fly back home. The Algerians will 
then immediately forward the oiler 
■. to Teheran, sources said. ■ „ 

After rejecting as totally un- 
reasonable Iran’s original request 
. for $24 billion as the “ransom” to be 
paid fonhe hostages, the figure was 
reported to have been gradually 
narrowed down to anywhere from 
S8b. to $I2b., according to reports 
circulating here. 

In Washington, President Jimmy 
Carter said yesterday he believes 
the U.S. proposal for ending the 
hostage crisis should be acceptable 
to both the Iranian and American 
people as “fair,” bet cautioned, “I 
can’t predict what will happen.”

Foreign Ministry’s Kimche 
meets Greek FM in Athens

In a rare high-level, meeting 
between Israel and : Greece, the 
director-general of the; Foreign 
Ministry, David Kinlche, met in 
Athens yesterday -with Greek 
Foreign Minister;. 'Konstantin os 
Mitsotakis and his senior aides. Of- 
ficials in Jerusalem said Kimche had 
“congratulated ; Mitsotakis on 
Greece's entry into the European 
Community” ahd the two men. had . 
“discussed bilateral issues.” 

Kimche is believed to have raised 
Israel's longstanding grievance over 
Greece's refusal to maintain full 
diplomatic relations with her. The 
two countries have, “diplomatic 
representatives” instead of full am- 
bassadors. Some international law 
experts say this implies that Greece . 
does not accord Israel full tie jure 
recognition, but other*, dispute the 
point. 

Israel has been pressing the EC 
countries to pressure Greece in turn 
to end this anomaly now that 


Greece has become a member of 
the Common* Market (Greece 
joined formally on January I). •• 

Kimche’s mission to Athens — he 
flew there en route from 
Copenhagen to Tei Aviv — was 
kept a close secret during the week. 
Officials feared that prior publica- 
tion. might prejudice the prospects 
of his success. 

Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
and Director-General Kimche both 
firmly believe in stepping up Israel’s 
dialogue with the European nations 
individually, and the EC as a whole. 
Now that Greece has joined the 
Nine ‘(now the Ten),' Israeli 
observers are hoping for closer rap- 
port than in the past between 
Athens and Jerusalem. 

Shamir told The Post yesterday 
that he would “spare no effort” to 
improve ties with. Greece and have 
the diploraatic.ties between the two 
countries fuUy normalized. He sata 
that he would involve himself per- 
sonally in these efforts. 


Spanish leader calls for closer ties

Span i eft conservative leader 
Manuel Fraga Iribame said yester- 
day that he favoured full diplomatic 
relations between Spain and Israel 
for the good of both countries. 

In an interview on Israel Radio, 
Fraga drew a parallel between 
Palestinian warfare against Israel 
and Basque actions against Spain. 
He said that both countries were 
fighting terrorists infiltrating from 
neighbouring countries, and both 
were getting no cooperation from 
their neighbours in fighting them. 


Fraga. who served as information 
minister under Gen. Francisco 
Franco and is now the head of 
Spain's fourth largest party, said 
that there had been “great objec- 
tions” to ties between Spain and 
Israel from Arab countries. But, he 
said, Spain should not let other 
countries “interfere in our foreign 
relations.” 

Spain, which is to enter the Euro- 
pean Community, will be the only 
member nation that does not have 
diplomatic relations with Israel. 


IDF commander denies 
terrorists’ bodies mutilated

The IDF yesterday released the 
lexi of an interview with Sgan-Aluf 
“Ofer,” the commander of the army 
unit which killed five terrorists dur- 
ing a pursuit operation on 
Christmas Day, disputing a Dutch 
UN1FIL contingent report -that his 
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unit had mutilated the terrorists' 
bodies. 

According to the officer the ter-, 
rods is' bodies were not burned or 
mutilated and explosions heard by 
the Dutch unit were the result of the 
demolition of 15 kilograms of 
plastic explosives found in the ter- 
rorists’ . possession after the inci- 
dent 

. The terrorists had been spotted 
near Kibbutz Hanita and chased un- 
til they hid in a cave near the village 
of Magdal Zein. They were all killed 
in a short fire fight in which 
grenades were thrown into the cave. 
The blast from the grenades 
resulted in the terrorists' bodies be- 
ing blown out of the cave, he said. 

A UNIFIL force arrived on the 
scene later and asked about what 
the IDF planned to do with the 
bodies. The officer informed them 
that no decision had yet been taken. 

Three days after the incident the 
IDF, accompanied by a rabbi, 
returned to. the area and removed

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No progress in efforts 
to end teachers’ impasse

TEL AVIV. — No progress was 
reported yesterday m the dispute 
over teachers' salaries, despite a full 
schedule of meetings between union 
representatives, Knesset Finance 
Committee chairman Shlomo 
Lorincz, Civil Service Commis- 
sioner Eitan Jacobson and Educa- 
tion Ministry Director-General 
Eliezer Shmueli. 

A joint statement by the 
Histadrui Teacher Union and the 
Secondary School. Teachers As- 
sociation rejected a compromise 
proposed by Lorincz, under which 
the Etzioni Commission recommen- 
dations would be accepted now, 
with salary aspects delayed until 
April, (982. The teachers said it 
would lead to complete shelving of 
the Etzioni recommendations, and 
reaffirmed their support for Educa- 
tion Minister Zevulun Hammer's 
original proposal that the recom- 
mendations be accepted immediate- 
ly and implemented gradually. 

The two unions have decided to 
hold a joint protest meeting on Sun- 
day which will be attended by five 
representatives of each school in 
the greater Tel Aviv area. Though 
the meeting will begin at 10 a.m., 
classes will continue as usual. No in- 
terruptions of regular classes are 
scheduled for this morning. 

Yesterday, rallies were held in 


Petah Tikva, Neianya, Ashdod, and 
several other towns. At the Petah 
Tikva rally, Gila Ram. a leader of 
the Histadrut Teachers Union, 
warned that the teachers will “drive 
the system crazy” if the Etzioni 
recommendations, including some 
portion of the recommended 30-60 
per cent salary increases, are not 
adopted by the cabinet. 

Earlier in Lhe day, a spokesman 
for the Secondary School Teachers 
Association expressed optimism 
about the Begin government's 
implementation of the Etzioni 
proposals. 

Shlomo Alon said that if the 
government continues to function 
with Hammer as minister of educa- 
tion, it will undoubtedly start 
implementing the recommenda- 
tions. He added (hat if the govern- 
ment resigns next week, a Begin 
caretaker government would still 
probably endorse and implement 
them, if only because its constituent 
parties will face an imminent elec- 
tion.” 

On the other hand, Alon said that 
a Labour government would not be 
committed to implementing the Et- 
zioni report. He noted that last year 
few Labour MKs came out publicly 
in support of implementation. But 
he drew some encouragement from 
the fact that the Labour MKs in the 
Knesset Education Committee last 
week came out in favour of the 
teachers' demands. 


Mubarak details position on West Bank 


CAIRO (UPI). -- Egypt will oppose 
restoring the West Bank to Jordan's 
King Hussein unless the Palestinian 
inhabitants of the region approve 
such a move- in a national referen- 
dum, Vice-President Hosni 
Mubarak said yesterday. 

Addressing a political rally in the 
southern city of Luxor, Mubarak 
said that unless the Palestinians are 
allowed to determine their destiny 
through a referendum, the Palesti- 
nian problem will not be solved 
“and world terrorism will not end." 

“We are against the annexation 


of the West Bank to Jordan unless 
the Palestinian people are polled in 
a referendum.” Mubarak said. “We 
are against any decision that is 
taken without the free consent of 
the Palestinian people." 

The Egyptian position, as spelled 
out by Mubarak, is that negotiations 
on autonomy for the Palestinians of 
the West Bank and Gaza should 
continue until an agreement is 
reached. 

Then, the Palestinians may be 
allowed to choose between federa- 
tion with Jordan and independence.

Begin sees no way out, 
may call for elections

TEL AVIV. — It is now all but 
certain that Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin will tell his 
cabinet on Sunday that he in- 
tends presenting a bill in the 
Knesset calling for early elec- 
tions — a bill which might be 
submitted to a vote before the 
week is out. 

Sources close to the prime 
minister told The Jerusalem Post last 
night that Begin has in effect given 
up trying lo mediate between his 
finance and education ministers on 
Lhe question of teacher's wages. His 
sole concern now is that the govern- 
ment should conclude its term of of- 
fice “in an honourable manner.” 

They said the prime minister was 
resolved to "go to the president.” 
an accepted euphemism for resign- 
ing. But it was not clear that he 
would, in fact, be tendering his 
resignation. 

The sources went on to note that 
Begin wishes to avoid a situation in 
which the government would either 
be brought down or early elections 
would be initiated through a bill 
submitted by the opposition. Hence 
Begin in efTect is now intent on 
"stealing the show” from the op- 


position and himself bringing his 
term of office to an end. 

The sources said that Begin had 
reached this decision following his 
first meeting with Finance Minister 
Yigael Hurvitz and Education 
Minister Zevulun Hammer, at odds 
over the implementation of the Et- 
zioni Commission’s recommenda- 
tions on teachers' pay. He emerged 
from his mediation attempt with the 
feeling that Hurvitz is not realty in- 
terested in staying on in the govern- 
ment and that he is using the dispute 
over teachers' pay as a pretext to 
leave the coalition and the Likud. 
Hammer, according to Begin’s 
aides, was amenable to com- 
promise, but this could not be 
achieved in view of Hurvitz’s at- 
titude. 

Begin promised both ministers 
that they would not be “trapped” in 
a transition government, from 
which it is legally impossible -to 
resign. If Hurvitz does refuse to 
serve up to the elections, a new 
cabinet member could not be added 
and a caretaker finance minister 
would have to be chosen From 
among the remaining members of 
the present cabinet. (A prime can- 
didate for the job is Communica- 
tions Minister Yoram Aridor. who 
was co-opted to the cabinet earlier 
this w'eek.l 


Begin will try to have lhe new 
elections dale fixed no earlier than 
May 17, which is the dale on which 
the Likud was elected into office 
four years ago. Hence he would be 
able to say that his government had 
served out a full four-year term, 
although it had an extra few months 
until November to go because of the 
early resignation "of the Yitzhak 
Rabin government in 1977. (Even 
the calling of early elections would 
make the Begin administration the 
longest lasting one in Israeli 

parliamentary history.) 

Labour Leader Shimon Peres told 
the Labour Party Leadership Bureau 
yesterday that “it is a national duty 
to see to it that this government is out 
of office as soon as possible and that a 
properly functioning government is 
sworn in. We must avoid a lengthy 
election campaign that would be ex- 
pensive and would paralyse the 
economy. We will propose that elec- 
tions be held within 60 days of the 
government’s resignation, even before 
the Histadrut elections.” 

Leaders of Hurvitz' Rafi 
faction conferred yesterday 
morning and underscored the 
impression that the government's 
fate has been sealed already and 
that there is no way to avert a 
resignation of the finance minister.

Why is this crisis so different? 


TEL AVIV. — Soon after the 
ratification of the Camp David 
agreements, things started going 
wrong for the Likud government. It 
then found itself with less and less 
breathing space between crises. 

Each crisis also seemed more 
critical than the last. Yet the 
government continually surprised 
observers by surviving. This time, 
however, the betting is that Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin has run 
out of surprises. 

Bui why is the crisis over the 
teachers so much worse than, say, 
that of the abortion question, which 
some months ago appeared to put 
the government in an impossible 
situation?

member Rafi faction has grown in- 
creasingly restless as the opinion 
polls make increasingly gloomy 
predictions about the Likud in the 
next elections. 

The political mathematics 
became simple: the Likud would be 
drastically trimmed and there would 
be far fewer safe slots on its list of 
candidates for the Tenth Knesset. 
As long as present coalition agree- 
ments are in effect, the Liberal 
Party would be over-represented, 
and Rafi could not hope for more 
ifean a single seat. That would put 
Hurvitz in the next Knesset, but 
Rafi executive chairman Zalman 
Shoval and MK Yitzhak Peretz 
would most likely be squeezed out. 

Shoval therefore recently in- 
itiated a campaign for unifying the 
Likud into a single political entity. 
Likud unification became a precon- 
dition for continued Rafi 
membership in the Likud. 

But there was never really any 


chance that the Rafi conditions 
would be met. The Liberals were 
not going to participate in under- 
mining their own privileged posi- 
tion. And although Herul would 
eagerly have trimmed the Liberals 
to their natural size. Begin would 
not have allowed what he deemed a 
betrayal of allies who had joined 
him in the difficult days of the mid- 
1960s. 

Rail continued to make its de- 
mands, but these were soon seen as 
a pretext for going its own wax 
eventually as an independent ticket. 
It split from the Likud Histadrut 
faction and has launched a separate 
campaign for the labour federation 
elections. Unofficially, a head- 
quarters had been set up to run an 
independent Knesset campaign as 
well.

Whichever way a government 
fulls, or is felled, the constitutional 
action to set a dale for early elec- 
tions and thus launch the election 
cantpuiun must be taken by the 
Knesset”. The Knesset passes a bill 
selling the dale for elections no less 
that 100 days thereafter. 

The lOO-’day requirement is to 
enable civil servants or army of- 
ficers to resign and wail out a 
cooling-off period before standing 
for lhe Knesset. 

While the early elections bill is a 
uniform process, the political moves 
that precede it can vary: 

• The prime minister can decide 
to resign, thus bringing down lhe 
government with him. He goes to 
the president and informs him of his 
decision. The president then holds a 
round of consultations with the 
various Knesset factions. He asks 
the leader of the largest faction — 
i.e. the outgoing prime minister — 
to try and form another govern- 
ment. 

In the present case, if Menahem 


Begin decides to resign, he will 
presumably not accept the presi- 
dent's invitation to try again. 

Indeed, parallel with his resigna- 
tion. he will presumably instruct the 
Likud faction to bring in an early 
elections bill or else support the bill 
already tabled by the Labour Align- 
ment. 

• If a prime minister does want to 
try again, he is given 42 days — two 
stretches of 21 days — in 'which to 
set up a new government. The presi- 
dent can turn to another MK or 
even two MKs to try their hands. 
The process can take three or Tour 
months. 

if no new government is in the of- 
fing after that period, the president 
reports this situation to the speaker 
of the Knesset, and a bill is brought 
in there. 

• A government can fall in the 
Knesset, through a no-confidence 
vote. The prime minister then goes 
to the president and tenders his 
resignation, and Lhe process of 
presidential consultations begins as 
above.

Other coalition partners also 
tame round yesterday to the 
realization that the government's 
days in office are all but numbered. 
Deputy Prime Minister Yigael 
Yadin joined the chorus calling for 
early elections — this despite the 
fact that polls show his Democratic 
Movement is not likely to reappear 
in the next Knesset. 

Pressure in favour of early elec- 
tions mounted considerably within 
the Liberal Party yesterday, with 
the parLy Presidium chairman. 
Energy Minister Yitzhak Moda'i, 
leading the campaign for the 
government’s resignation. 

Moda'i appeared before the 
presidium and delivered his 
harshest condemnation yet of the 
government’s recent performance. 
“A government such as this does 
not deserve to serve out hs full 
term. There are way too many 
hesitations, too much stuttering and 
loo liute action. This is an insuf- 
ferable situation,” he said. 

Moda’i claimed: “For several 
months now I have felt that it is high 
lime this government resigned. I 
have felt this even before the pre- 
sent crisis. 

“i will propose that the Liberals 
initiate early elections, even if the 
prime minister and Herat try to 
hold on a bit longer,” he declared. 

The NRP, however, yesterday ap- 


peared to have altered its stand on 
early elections by declaring its 
readiness to prolong the govern- 
ment’s life. 

Party leaders Interior Minister 
Yosef Burg and Education Minister 
Zevulun Hammer met yesterday 
and agreed that “if the cabinet 
adopts Hammer's stand on the 
teachers’ pay, the NRP will not act 
to bring down the government.” 

But NRP insiders explained last 
night that the statement in effect 
changes nothing, because it merely 
says that full backing for Hammer 
will result in NRP support for the 
government in the event of a no- 
confidence motion. But the stand of 
the NRP favouring early elections 
in the event of the resignation of 
any minister still stands, they said. 

Burg is due to meet the prime 
minister this morning to' press for 
outright support for Hammer at 
Sunday's cabinet meeting. 

The feeling at the Labour Party 
leadership Bureau yesterday was one 
of elation mixed with frustration. 

. There was open satisfaction at the 
fact that the government is not like- 
ly to survive till November. But 
Labour is unhappy at the prospect 
that it will not be the one to bring 
about the government's downfall. 

Hence there is a distinct pos- 
sibility that the Knesset will soon 
have to choose between two early 
elections bills — one tabled by the 
coalition and the other by the op- 
position. 

The fight now, say political 
observers, is not about the resigna- 
tion of the government but about 
when elections should be held. The 
Likud will insist on holding them 
sometime between mid-May and 
mid-June. 

The Alignment could have 
caused colalition members to cross 
party lines and support a Labour 
early elections bill had it been, 
presenting the only one, but coali- 
tion and opposition sources alike 
doubt that coalition members would 
find it necessary to demonstratively 
oppose the government’s own early 
elections bill and support that of the 
opposition. 

Thus, it seems likely that the 
government would win its last Knes- 
set showdown.

that Rafi was constantly on the 
lookout for an opportunity which 
could be used in the campaign to 
explain why the Hurvitz economic 
policy had failed to slow inflation. 

The battle over the defence 
budget had seemed promising as an 
excuse, since indications were that 
Begin would not agree to the severe 
budget cuts Hurvitz wps 
demanding. Hurvitz and Rafi were 
set to walk out over the issue. But 
Begin suddenly acceeded to Hur- 
vitz’ demands. 

But what Begin could do as 
defence minister he could not do in 
the mutter of the teachers' pay dis- 
pute. The education portfolio is in 
the hands of the National Religious 
Parly, which is no less an integral 
part of the coalition than Rafi is. 
Begin could not force the education 
minister to give in, and thus Hurvitz 
finally found his means to get out of 
the coalition. 

Although Hammer later toned 
down his position and seemed ready 
for a compromise, Hurvitz only 


went through the motions of seek- 
ing a solution. The die was cast. 

The feeble effort to save the 
government by substilutin the 
three-member Ahva faction for Rafi 
would not work. Coalition members; 
from ail parties opposed the move, 
and some even threatened to resign 
along with Hurvitz. 

The National Religious Party 
could also read the writing on the 
wall. It realized that Hurvitz’ 
resignation would bring the govern- 
ment down. Therefore, tl would 
make more electoral sense to ap- 
pear as if it also favoured early elec- 
tions — rather than seeming to be 
unwillingly pulled into them. 

Hence the NRP made it clear that 
it would actually press for early 
elections in the event of a resigna- 
tion from the government. 

Given this situation. Begin could 
do only the honourable thing — 
resign. This is what aides say he has 
jndeed decided — unless someone- 
in the government comes up with 
yet another miraculous saving 
measure by Sunday's cabinet ses- 
sion.-

BOSTON '(AP).' — A 20-year study 
of the diets of 1,900 men has confir- 
med- suspicions that too much 
cholesterol plays a role in Lhe 
development of fatal, heart disease, 
doctors, say. 

The report is the first major 
American study to find a long-term 
health advantage to reducing 
cholesterol, in the diet. 

The link between heart trouble 
and diei'has. not been proven 
despite decade-old suspicions. Still 
in doubt is just how important 
cholesterol is in the development of 
heart disease. 

The doctors found that men 
whose diets include a lot of high 
cholesterol foods were slightly more 
prone to fatal heart disease .than 
those whose diets included less 
cholesterol. 

Dr. Richard Shekelle, who direc- 
ted the study; said he hoped the 
work would convince sceptics, in- 
cluding some in the medical field, 
that eating too much saturated fat 
— such as most of animal origin — 
is unhealthy. 

The findings are at odds with 
guidelines issued last summer by the 
U.S-. National Academy of 


England Journal Medicine. 

The doctors surveyed the eating 
habits of 1,900 men who worked for 
Western Electric in the Chicago 
area between 1957 and 1977. They 
calculated how much cholesterol 

and fat each man ate and round 
evidence that consumers of great 
quantities of cholesterol suffered 
more fatal heart diseases than 
others. 

Another report, also released 
yesterday in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association shows 
a higher incidence of cancer of the 
pancreas among people of the 
upper socio-economic bracket. 

It also points to wine, decaf- 
feinated coffee and some petro- 
chemicals as possible cancer- 
causing agents. 

Researchers at the University of 
Maryland conducted separate 
studies of men and women suffering 
from cancer of the pancreas. 

Their three-year, five-city study 
Involved six potential risk- 
heightening factors in pancreatic 
cancer. 

For -women, the researchers 
studied the effects of consumption 
of decaffe irrated coffee and heaw

A discovery that may lead to im- 
portant improvements in genetic 
engineering, and thus be another 
step towards the cure of genetic dis- 
eases, is claimed by a team of scien- 
tists at the Hebrew University- 
Hadassah Medical School. 

.The team is investigating 
regulatory systems for gene expres- 
sion (the “instructions” on cell 
structure carried within each gene). 
Their research has shown that a cer- 
tain chemical balance in the DNA, 
which carries the genetic code for 
each cell, is maintained in the 
daughter cells of an inserted gene, 
even after many cell divisions. . 

Since one of the aims of genetic 
engineering is the treatment of 
genetic diseases by introducing 
healthy genes into the cell to 
replace the damaged ones, it is 


'necessary to ensure that the 
property which the transplanted 
gene carries will be expressed in a 
lasting way in the new host cel). 

One of the processes influencing 
DNA structure is methylation, in 
which small groups of the hydrocar- 
bon radical methyl are introduced 
into specific points on the DNA '' 
chain. The Hadassah research has « 
proyed that the methylation struc- „ 
ture of the gene inserted into the 
cell is maintained in the daughter „ 
cells resulting from the original cell 
division, even after an infinite num- 
ber of divisions. 

The research is being carried out 
by Professors Aharon Razin and 
Haim Sider. Drs. Gad Glaser, 
Ya'acov Pollack and Mordechai 
Chevion, and their students in the 
medical school's cellular 
biochemistry department.

LOS ANGELES (AP). — Large 
swastikas and anti-Semitic slogans 
have been found spray-painted on 
the Simon Wiesenthal Centre for 
Holocaust Studies, in the latest in a 
series of such incidents in Southern 
California. 

Some of the slogans, scrawled in 
perfect German, read: “Death to all 
Jews. Beware, the SS is coming” 
and “National Socialist While Peo- 
ple's Party, Awake.” 

Alarmed as well- by hate mail and 
threatening telephone calls. Rabbi 
Marvin Hier, head of the centre, 
said he would ask police and city of- 
ficials for special protection. 

“We will ask them to treat the 
Simon Wiesenthal Centre as an in- 
stitution that requires vigilant 
protection by police on a regular 
basis,” he said. “We don't want to 
sound like alarmists, but on the 
other hand we have responsibility 


for toe students on our campus." 

The centre — the largest 
Holocaust studies centre in toe U.S. 

— is part of Yeshiva University's 
campus, which also houses a high 
school. 

Hier said that two young men 
who spoke fluent German, had 
military haircuts, and wore heavy 
boots and Nazi insignia, visited the 
centre's museum last Sunday. They 

- made snide remarks in German and 
said that their parents had served in 
the SS in Germany. “They also said 
they have a new organization, and 
that's what they came here for,” 
Hier said. 

In other incidents in recent 
months, a Beverly Hills theatre 
showing a Jewish play was defaced 
and received telephone threats, a 
temple was set afire, and hundreds 
of tombstones in a suburban Jewish 
cemetery were overturned. 


Dutch urge tougher rules on boycott 


THE HAGUE (AP). — A Rotter- 
dam firm's declaration that an 
employee working on a Saudi 
business deal is not Jewish has 
prompted calls for tougher rules 
against compliance with toe Arab 
boycott of Israel. 

The Anne Frank Foundation and 
the Centre for Documentation and 
Information bn Israel both urged 
the government on Tuesday : to take* 
steps aglirist ' 'the Rijn-Schelde- 
Verolme fRSV) shipbuading-fiim • 
and others honouring the boycott. 

RSV told the Justice Ministry in a 
letter disclosed this week that it 
reluctantly issued toe “non-Jewish” 
declaration to the Saudi embassy.

Harry van den Bergh, a Labour 
Party member of parliament, said 
that the RSV action would be dis- 
cussed in a parliamentary debate on 
the Arab boycott scheduled for the 
end of January.

HAIFA. — Arkia has decided to 
close its two offices here as a 
probable first move to suspending 
its last remaining service from the 
city — the link with Eilat, the inland 
airline's local manager told 
newsmen here yesterday. 

The manager, Yehiel Rosenblum, 
said that although the airline had 
denied it intended cutting the route, 
he was “very much afraid that is 
what witl happen.” In Arkia's new 
1981 time schedule, for instance, 
Haifa no longer appears. “I asked 
them why and was told there had 
been a 'mistake' and that I should 
'not worry,” Rosenblum said. 

But a few days ago. Arkia 
management announced it .will 
close both its downtown and airport 
offices in Haifa as of February 28. 

Arkia once operated four lines 
from Haifa: to Jerusalem, 
Beersheba, Sdom and Eilat, 
Rosenblum said. It used 80-seat 


Viscount planes which rarely travel- 
led empty. In 1979, he noted, over 
40,000 people flew Arkia — more 
than half on the Haifa-Jerusaiem 
line. 

The new" management, which 
took over the airline last April; dis- 
continued the routes without prior 
notice. The reason given was that 
the number of passengers had 
sharply decreased and the lines 
were no longer profitable. 

“No wonder fewer people are fly- 
ing Arkia,” Rosenblum said. “Our 
fares have been raised by 180 per 
cent since April. It's simply beyond 
most people's reach.” 

Arkia's- general manager, Arik 
Achmon, strongly denied toe com- 
pany was considering closing down ' 
the Haifa- Eilat route. “It is highly 
irresponsible to spread such 
rumours,” he told reporters yester- 
day. Arkia will continue operating 
its three daily flights between Haifa 
and Eilat. 


Thatcher: PLO must halt terrorism

not be seen as in any -way conflicting 
with the efforts of others but as 
complementary to them. Our objec- 
tive is to search for ways in which 
the security for Israel, to which we 
are absolutely committed, can be 


reconciled with legitimate Palesti- 
nian rights.” 

Foreign Office circles, 
meanwhile, are paying little atten- 
tion to criticisms made in Israel by 
former U.S. secretary of state 
Henry Kissinger about the EEC in- 
itiative. 

While there was no official com- 
ment from Whitehall (Foreign 
Secretary Lord Carrington is in 
Morocco), one source said that Kis- 
singer had “completely mis- 
represented" the EEC initiative, 
which had not called for toe es- 
tablishment of a Palestinian state. It 
had only-called for the P-LO to be 
involved in the peace process. 

— The -source- added -that Kissinger 
is at present a man “of maximum 
freedom and minimum respon- 
sibility who can say pretty much 
what he likes.

Military court to try 
ex-army police chief

Arbel resigned from the army last 
October after he was suspended 
from his job three months earlier, 
when police began investigating 
bribery allegations against him. 


Afula workers plan

BI-IRIT (AP). — Iran and Iraq 
'claimed hundreds of deaths in in-

'Persian Gulf war apparently fizzled 
out. 

Communiques from the two na- 
tions spoke of paratroop and tank 
battles raging in IrarFs western 
highlands and the southwestern oil 
heartland in the Khuzestan 
province. But there was no definite 
word on territory won or lost on the 
1 09th day of the Gulf conflict. 

Reports from Teheran claimed 
more than 1,300 Iraqi troops have 
been killed since President 
Abolhassan Bani-Sadr ordered the 
counter-attack launched at the 
war's two major theatres on Mon- 
day. 

Iraq claimed 674 enemy deaths in 
the last three days and said 
hundreds of other dead soldiers lit- 
tered the snow-capped heights of 
the.' Gilan Gharb region in 
western Iran and the marshes of 
. Khuzcstan's highway town of 
Susangerd. 

Both sides reported hand-to-hand 
combat in parts of the two con- 
tested regions on the northern and 
.southern ends of the 483-kilometre 
.warfrom. with Iraq claiming an en- 
circled Iranian armoured brigade 
-'‘shattered'' south of Susangerd. 32 
kilometres into western Khuzestan 
from the Iraqi border. 


Both Iran ittui Iraq said bombing 
jets and rocket-firing helicopter 
gunships hacked tank-led infantry 
in khu/csian and battling 
paratroopers in the Gilan Gharb 
blufiV that command (he closest 
roads from Iran's western border to 
Baghdad. Iraq's capital some l°3 
kilometres farther west. 

No claims could be independent- 
ly verified. Reporters have seldom 
been allowed into either side of the 
haiilcfroni since the war erupted on 
September 22. 1980. None was al- 
lowed- to the border during Iran's 
four-day-old offensive. 

Iran's announcement that it was 
hycotting a summit conference of 
40 Islamic nations in Saudi Arabia 
on January 24 dashed hopes for a 
new pan-l5lamic peace-making in- 
itiative to silence the roaring guns of 
the Persian Gulf war. 

Saudi Arabia and Kuwait, the two 
largest Middle East oil exporters 
since the war broke out. counted bn 
Bani-Sadr and Iraqi President Sad- 
dam Hussein to be present to in- 
itiate a summit-sponsored cease- 
fire. 

Iran's government spokesman 
Behzud Nabuvi told a Teheran news 
conference Wednesday that Bani- 
Sadr was not going to the Islamic 
summit because the Iraqi president 
had decided to attend. 

Iran has been insisting on an un- 
conditional Iraqi withdrawal from 
Iran before a cease-fire could be 
considered. 


LONDON JAP). - Mai) sorters 
found an incendiary device on 
Wednesday night in a package sent 
to Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher's residence, and Scotland 
Yard warned political leaders and 
industrialists to be on the alert for 
mail bombs. 

Police said that mail sorter Eddie 
Hamilton. 61, spotted ihe package 
addressed to 10 Downing St., of- 
ficial residence of British prime 
ministers, at a central London 
sorting office. 

No one immediately claimed 
responsibility for the parcel bomb. 

Since before Christmas, security 
authorities have been braced for 
terrorist bombings by the Irish 
Republican Army and its splinter 
croups, hut police expens said that 
the device was not the type used by 
the Provisional IRA in previous let- 
ter bomb campaigns. 

Aides said that some 1,400 letters 
and packages go to 10 Downing St. 
every day. They are screened by 
security experts, and prime 
ministers never personally open 
them.

French condemn Libya-Chad union 


PARIS (UPI1. — The French 
government, facing charges of 
weakness against Libya's moves in 
Africa, condemned Libya’s planned 
merger with Chad and sent its 
foreign minister to the Ivory Coast 
yesterday for urgent talks. 

Foreign Minister Jean Francois- 
Poncet flew to Abidjan for talks 
with President Felix Houphouet- 
Boigny and French ambassadors 
from 20 African capitals amid 
reports that France was standing by 
v its pledge to help them militarily 
against any Libyan threat. 

Francois-Poncet’s trip came 
shortly after Robert Galley. French 
Minister for Cooperation and in- 
terim Defence Minister, con- 
demned the Libyan-Chadian 
merger plans, warning that France 


will not approve them. 

French newspapers bitterly 
criticized President Valery Giscard 
d'Eslaing's regime for failing to pre- 
vent Libya from extending its in- 
fluence into Chad, once a French 
economic and political preserve. 
They charged that France had 
reacted meekly to Libya's military 
intervemion that helped a pro- 
Libyan faction win the drawn-out 
Chadian civil war in December. 

Some newspapers hinted the 
French moderation was a result of 
some undercover deal, since the 
Libyan-Chadian merger was made 
public Tuesday in Tripoli with the 
simultaneous announcement in 
Paris that Libya had granted ex- 
ploration rights to France's state- 
run oil company Elf-Aquitaine. 


Police smash Hollywood drug ring 


LOS ANGELES (UPI). — A top 
drug dealer in California has been 
captured during the breakup of a 
major cocaine ring that operated 
out of a leased Hollywood mansion 
and sold narcotics to celebrities 
from a rented limousine, in-

Narcotics investigators refused to - 
disclose the names of celebrities in-__ 
volved in the drug sales, saying only ' 
that “our investigation is con- 
tinuing.’’ 


Humberto Lopera. 42, described 
by the drug enforcement ad- 
ministration as both the state's top 
drug dealer and one of the 10 top 
narcotics traders in the U.S., was 
one of 1 1 persons arrested in the 
afternoon raid and booked on suspi- 
cion of possession of cocaine for 
sale. 


MONTEVIDEO. Uruguay (AP). — 
Hundreds of Brazilian fans marched 
and danced the samba in the down- 
town streets here Wednesday night 
after their soccer team qualified for 
tomorrow’s Gold Cup soccer final 
against host nation Uruguay. 

Many Uruguayans joined the 
celebration, grateful mat Brazil's 
stunning 4-1 victory over West Ger- 
many had knocked haled rival 
Argentina out of the six-nation tour- 
nament. 

“The Argentines are such pigs 
and we are sick and tired of hearing 
(hem boast about being the world 
champions and the best in 
everything," said a Montevideo 
teenager. 

The parade zig-zagged down 1 8th 
of July Avenue, the capital's main 
drag, to the beat of Brazilian drum- 
mers. Many in the file carried both 
Uruguayan and Brazilian flags, and 
there was a banner reading "Three- 
lime champion Brazil salutes its 
brother Llruguayans."

Defector brings Soviet troop secrets 


BONN (UPI). — The chief Soviet 
interpreter at the East-West troop 
reduction talks in Vienna has fled to 
West Germany with a whole bundle 
of secret files, it was reported 
yesterday. 

A West German government 
spokesman said interpreter Nicolai 
koroliuk, who vanished from Vien- 
na just before Christmas, was in 
West Germany. 

The spokesmSri gave no details, 
as usual when top East Bloc officials 
flee. 


But the Siutigorter Zeilung said 
■the German intelligence service 
took him to a secret location in fear 
a Soviet murder squad would try to 
assassinate him. 

The newspaper first disclosed the 


defection and the Bonn government 
later confirmed it. 

Koroliuk, who was described as 
having a top security clearance that 
would give him valuable informa- 
tion, prepared his flight so carefully 
that the Soviet mission in Vienna 
did not miss him until he already 
was in West Germany, the new- 
spaper said. 

“He took with him a whole bun- 
dle of confidential Soviet files on 
the future East Bloc negotiation 
tactics in the troop reduction talks." 
the newspaper said. 

Informed sources said western in- 
telligence agencies did not help him 
flee, and he simply took a plane 
from Vienna to Duesseldorf. where 
he reported to airport police, the 
newspaper said. 


BONN (UPI). — The Defence 
Ministry said yesterday it had found 
the two soldiers who defied a ban on 
wearing uniforms to the funeral of 
Grand Admiral Karl Doenitz earlier 
this week. 

A spokesman said the two 
soldiers were both members of the 
reserves. One was a lieutenant, the 
second a senior doctor. 

It had not yet been decided what 
disciplinary action would be taken, 
the spokesman said. 

The ministry forbade soldiers to 
wear uniforms at Doenitz* funeral 
and refused militao' burial honours 
Tor the man who commanded the 
Nazi U-boat squad that nearly won 
the Battle of the Atlantic in World 
War II.

Barnett remained silent 
throughout the sentencing and 
declined to discuss the prison term 
outside the courtroom. 

In a statement presented to the 
court -October 29. the government 
said Barnett sold military secrets to 
the Soviet intelligence agency, the 
KGB, for 592,600 in the early 1970s, 
then tried to get a job in the U.S. in- 
telligence network in 1977 so he 
lould feed more information to the 
Soviets.

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' B ASSAM SHAK'A has been 
holding court in Nablus this week. 
Seated in ihe flower-filled hall of 

[he municipal library*, surrounded 

h> famih and friends’, the man who 
has become one of the symbols, if 
not one of the martyrs, of the 
Palestinian cause has spent every 
day since his return lost Sunday 
receiving well-wishers from all over 
the West Bank and the Gaza Strip. 

An endless stream flows through 
•he building us visitors come to pay 
heir respects to Abu Nidal, as he is 
vnown. Nidal is. the Arabic for 
'struggle." and since that is what 
Shak'a called his eldest son. his own 
nickname is both literally and 
metaphorically accurate. 

The conversation is constantly 
interrupted by greetings — Ahlan, 

■ ahlan. salaam aleikum — warm 
! handshakes, kisses, and blessings, 
sometimes exchanged, sometimes 
murmured in unison. 

The mayor, his artificial legs 
* almost concealed by grey trousers, 
: sits facing a delegation of stout vil- 
i lagers in traditional dress while 
! young men in Parisian-style jackets 
answer the phone and attend to the 
needs of the guests. Cups of Turkish 
coffee are produced without end. 

** Uncrowned king of the West 
Bank" already sounds a hackneyed 
description. Whether it is true for 
the man many Nabulsis regard 
is second in importance to Yasser 
Arafat in the gallery of Palestinian 
personalities, it is too early to 
judge. We are still too close to the 
mass hysteria generated by his 
return home to be able to dis- 
tinguish between genuine allegiance 
to a leader and sympathy for a vic- 
tim. 

But there can be no doubt that 
. the Bassam Shak'a who has been 
receiving tribute this week from 
peasant and mukhtar, labourer and 
professional, schoolchild and stu- 
dent — in short, a cross-section of 
his society — represents something 
very special to them all, and this, it 
appears, almost despite himself. 

WHEN SHAK'A was elected 
mayor at the age of 45 in 1976, he 
was almost unheard of, press-shy 
and apologetic about his all-too- 
apparent inexperience. Little was 
known about him apart from the 
fact that he was a member of one of 
the prominent families in the largest 
city on the West Bank and a 
declared supporter of the PLO. He 
represented a younger, more radical 
generation whose outlook differed 
sharply from that of the conser- 
vative leadership that had ruled the 
ares for so Long under the tutelage 
of various occupiers. 

Once a member of the Syrian 
Ba'ath, Shak'a was “interrogated” 
and imprisoned by the Jordanians 
and banished to Syria and Egypt for 



his political -associations, and did’ 
not return to the West Bank until 
after the 1967 war. (He declared 
emphatically this week that he 
resigned from the Ba'ath in 1959 
and had no contact with any of its 
organizations after that.) 

And then, just over a year ago, 
this short, moustachioed man with 
the constant smile was propelled 
into a position that made him the 
rallying-point for the most con- 
certed action by the Palestinians in 
the occupied territories since an 
Israeli militajy government was es- 
tablished there in the aftermath of 
the Six Day War. 

The military government tried to 
trap Shak'a into expressing support 
for the 1978 coastal road massacre 
in which 34 people died. But their 
clumsy attempt to rid themselves of 
a tiresome local politician 
backfired. White the Nablus mayor 
was vilified by the authorities as 
“the source of all the unrest in the 
area," his status among his own 
people was inevitably enhanced. 

Last June's bomb attack elevated 
him and his no less radical colleague 
from Ramallah, . Karim Khalaf, to 
the position of “martyrs of ihe 
Palestinian revolution." Vulgar and 
provocative pictures of a foot or leg, 
streaming blood and sprouting an 
olive tree as the symbol of the 
Palestinian's commitment to his 
land, became popular presents, and 
“Bassam” and “Karim" were 
everybody’s heroes. 

THERE IS NO DOUBT that 
Shak'a has developed considerably 
in these past six months. He learnt 
some English while he was in 
London being fitted with artificial 
legs, and is now at ease with 
diplomats, politicians and jour-

Uncrowned king 

Nablus Mayor Bassam Shak’a has returned to a hero’s welcome 
after treatment in England. The Post's DAVID RICHARDSON 
was there as throngs of well-wishers called on Shak’a, 


nalists. He was decorated at an in- 
ternational “Peace Conference" in 
Sofia and wears another decoration 
awarded him last week by the 
Syrian government, on the lapel of 
his sports jacket. 

But for all that, he prefers talking 
through an interpreter, and the in- 
terviewer has difficulty in getting 
beyond the familiar rhetoric of 
Palestinian politicians. 

The bomb attack and his injuries 
“have not made me change my 
ideas about * Israelis,” he says. 
“Coexistence is possible between all 
people, but the policies and 
ideologies of the Israeli authorities 
have produced tension and counter- 
tension as the basis for daily life 
here. Once the Palestinians achieve 
their national rights {huquq at - 
h vtaniva — the phrase peppers 
almost every reply), coexistence will 
be possible between two national 
entities — Israel and Palestine.” 

The problem is not how to reas- 
sure even those Israelis willing to 
entertain the idea of such a solution, 
but rather “the Israeli attitude 
based on ideological policies that 
are rejected not only here but 
abroad as’ well. These policies are 
based on race and on confrontation 


with other races.” 

He lays the blame squarely on 
Israel. “The PLO does not have any 
ill intent," he declares. 

Shak'a talks of the “philosophy of 
the two nations" and the 
relationship between them once 
both are established. Is the implica- 
tion that Israel should exist, but 
without Zionism? 

“We recognize the right of self- 
determination for the Jews but the- 
Jewish nation should brace itself for 
two things: first, to face the results 
of the policies they have been fol- 
lowing. and secondly, to 
acknowledge huquq al-waianiya ." 

His view is that “the Palestinians 
should have the right to establish a 
state on any part of the occupied 
territories regained and then seek 
terms for co-existence on the basis 
of the philosophies oF the two 
nations". 

it is not his problem nor the 
problem of the PLO, he says, to 
reassure Israelis about the incon- 
sistency of talk of coexistence and 
the Palestinian Covenant. 

“The PLO has no other business 
but fighting for our rights, and the 
Jewish people have no other alter- 
native -.bjuL to . fight -against the 
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government and its agressive 
policies. There is no point in reas- 
suring or convincing Israelis until 
they have convinced themselves at 
the necessity of a step in this direc- 
tion”. 

ONE OF SHAK'A’s first statements 
on arriving back in Nablus was that 
the National Guidance Committee 
(NGC) would continue its activities 
despite the military government's 
declared intention of curbing it. 
Shak'a, who according' to well- 
informed sources, was the unofficial 
chairman of the committee, said 
that it has done nothing illegal, has 
in fact been an ad hoc grouping of 
‘‘representatives of all the national 
institutions" and will continue to 
operate in the open. 

Any trouble with regard to the 
NGC has originated with the 
authorities, he claims. “Despite the 
various peaceful methods adopted 
for defending Palestinian right? and 
expressing objection to the 
autonomy proposals, the authorities 
have decided to fight against the 
committee by sabotage, expulsions 
and restrictions”. • •

t|e government or- other Israeli 


bodies will be “the relationship 
between the occupied an d the oc- 
cupier”. There appears to be no 
point in such contact, since “we 
Palestinians both inside and outside 
consider the PLO as our sole 
legitimate representative”. 

Shak’a is eager to make it clear 
that he had no private meeting with 
PLO leader Yasser Arafat at the 
Sofia conference, only too aware 
that the military government could 
use such a meeting against him. 

“The one very interesting thing 
that took place is that we kissed 
each other very warmly," he says to 
his own and the audience’s amuse- 
ment 

But questions about his 
relationship with Jordan's King 
Hussein produce a more studied 
and reserved reply. His visit to the 
king was an 'act of courtesy* to 
thank him for his help in providing 
treatment in Amman and in 
London. ’The king also has a deep 
interest in the Palestinian cause and 
he has a very important role to play 
in bringing all the Arabs together to 
confront the policies against the 
Palestinians in the occupied ter- 
ritories.” 

He pointed othat it was not King 
Hussein who had promised him a 
car, as Karim Khalaf told The 
Jerusalem Post on Sunday but Presi- 
dent Saddam Hussein of Iraq. 

“Talk of the ‘Jordanian -option* 
has no basis in fact and is brought 
up by the conspirators — particular- 
ly the Labour Party and the 
Americans and not by the Jorda- 
nians themselves.” Suoh talk is in- 
tended as political obfuscation, to 
hide the real facts in the area. “The 
'Jordanian option' is a plot which . 
.both wje an4 Amman reject*" , says 
Shak'a. 


The ‘‘Jordanian option” as a ve hi; ? 
de for achieving Palestinian goals is 
a “tactical approach”, which avoids 
confronting the real issues, he says. 
“Cooperation with Jordan is a 
Palestinian problem and has no 
bearing on the final solution, which 
is the establishment of a Palestinian . . 
state”. 

Solutions in stages are clearly 
more likely to complicate the issues 
for the Palestinians, who might find _ . 
themselves addressing their claims • 
to an Arab government rather than ■ 
to Israel. 

“There are geographical dif- ■ 
ferences — the West Bulk is one 
thing and Jordan is another. First let 
us have self-determination. Then we 
can talk about links and a '* 
relationship with Jordan." 

SHAK'A TAKES a “What are you V 
waiting for” attitude to Aluf 
(Res.) Aharon Yariv's proposal 
that Israel unilaterally recognize the . 
Palestinians' right to self- ,, 
determination. 

“I say let them go ahead, let them 
start right now and hold a plebiscite 
under UN supervision and hear 
what the Palestinians want. All the 
Palestinians say PLO,” he adds 
almost unnecessarily as he casts his 
eye round the room. 

Moshe Dayan’s idea of unilateral 
withdrawal and imposition of 
autonomy makes him laugh. “I 
think his initiative is nothing but a - 
joke. Our people oppose autonomy 
absolutely and we see Dayan's plan - 
as impractical He is welcome to - 
come to see me, I have no personal’ 
objection; but I will not go to see 
him.” 

The conversation is interrupted 
by a troupe of girls from a teachers 1 ' .. 
seminary in EI-Bira.' Accompanied 
by a drum, they clap, sing, and . . 
chant around Abu Nidal. The. . 
cacophony is pierced by shrieks and 
ululations. A girl dances holding a. 1 
large cake iced to represent the 
illegal Palestinian flag. 

Shak’a is joined by his wife, who ' 
helps him to stand supported by ' ' 
sticks. The cheering and singing r ' 1 
reaches a crescendo, amplified by 
microphone and filmed for posterity 
by a local cine buff. A little girl 
pushes her way to the back to see V» 
what in fact the man who has no ..v 
legs stands on. 

A delegation of French politi- 
cians is ushered in — all smiles, but 
whether of pleasure at being. - 
granted an audience or nervous 
embarrassment at the crippled 
figure in front of them it is hard to — 
tell.

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IT IS RELATED about Rabbi 
Mcuahcm. Rabbi Yosef, Rabbi

Rabbi Yigael said: “Who cares 
whether there is half a worm, or a 
whole worm, or 1 20 worms in the 
peach, or indeed how many worms 
there are in all the peaches in the 
orchard? What matters is that the 
foxes, the little foxes, want to spoil 
the vines in my orchard, and, if we 
do not starve these foxes nigh unto 
death, or even beyond, then surely 
shall I abandon .vitriculture and 
shall undertake a long day's journey 
into night.” 

But Rabbi Zevulun, who was very 
young and like unto the simple son. 
said: “Surely we cannot drive out 
the little foxes to starve, for it is we 


who brought them unto the 
orcha r J, and promised them that 
they could eat of the vines." 

So all of them turned to Rabbi 
Mcnahem. the sagest und the wisest 
and the most learned in the preser- 
vation of orchards of fruit and 
vineyards of vines, although some 
said that he had become too feeble 
to put his hand any longer to the 
plough. And Rabbi Menahem 
ruled: “It does not matter if there 
are worms in the peaches, or little 
foxes among the grapes, or starva- 
tion among the foxes.

THE NEWS Department of Israel 
Television excelled this week, with 
superb coverage of the various 
crises that have kept us on the edge 
of our seats. 

In journalistic terms, they pulled 
off a major scoop in producing the 
IDF ombudsman. Aluf (res.) Haim 
Laskov, as the mysterious “public 
figure" to whom Former police 
inspector-general Herzl Shafir 
entrusted his memorandum on the 
Afarsek (peach) file. We were 
preparing ourselves For one of those 
gripping mysteries to which we 
became accustomed during the 
Lavon. Affair, when we all tried Lo 
work out who was the third man, 
the fourth man. the fifth man, and, 
if I remember correctly, the sixth 
man. 

But, lo and behold! Israel Televi- 
sion produced Laskov like a con- 
jurer producing a rabbit out of a 
hat. Somebody in the News Depart- 
ment must have done some brilliant 
homework, or he had an inspiration, 
or is one of the few journalists to 
have a contact with the surly Shafir. 
notorious for his contemptuous 
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EXPLORATIONS is the title of 
three special concerts to be given by 
the Jerusalem Symphony Orchestra 
this season, each dedicated to a 
•contemporary composer who is 
usually also the conductor of his 
own works. 

First in this series will be 
Chri$tobal Halffter, the Spanish 
composer/conductor. On the 
programme: Three Sonatas by An- 
tonio Soier, a Spanish 18th-century 
composer, in the orchestration of 
Rodolfo Halffter. The famous 
German cellist Prof. Siegfried Palm 
will perform Halffter's Cello 
Concerto, to be followed by 
“Escorial" by Tomas Marko. The 
concert will end with De Falla’s 
“Three-Cornered Hat.” As is 
customary in these concerts, the 
audience is invited after the perfor- 
mance to sit in with the guests and 
discuss their music and attitudes. 
The' master of ceremonies will be 
Joan Franks- Williams, the pioneer 
of Contemporary Music in Israel. 


IN VIEW OF the singularity of 
these programmes, the JSO decided 
to give the audience in Tel Aviv the 


chance to participate. But the 
policy of the Israel Philharmonic 
Orchestra does not allow other 
orchestras to perform at Mann 
Auditorium the most reasonable 
venue for such a presentation. 

The JSO therefore had to 
negotiate with the Tel Aviv 
Museum, which agreed to be the 
host. But since the Recanati 
Auditorium is much too small for 
the Jerusalem Symphony Orchestra, 
the concert will be given in the 
entrance hall. This is in no way con- 
trary to the intentions and the spirit 
of these programmes. THe concert 
will take place at the Tel Aviv 
Museum on Wednesday, January 
14. and be repeated at the 
Jerusalem Theatre (and broadcast 
throughout the country) on the fol- 
lowing night. 

The next concert in the series will 
take place in March, when Alex- 
ander Goehr of England conducts 
"Theatre Music,” featuring his own 
works. The last event, in May, will 
be a premiere of Josef Tal's 
Concerto for Two Pianos and 
Orchestra, and will be broadcast via 
satellite to all members of the Euro- 
pean Broadcasting Union.

The premier’s valiant efforts to 
save the government at all costs are 
most inspiring, although they raise 
an interesting philosophical 
problem. What government is it that 
he is so determined to save?

HOLISM, says the half-century old 
14th edition of the Encyclopaedia 
Britannica. “is the theory that makes 
the existence of “wholes’ a fun- 
damental .feature of the world. It 
regard^ natural objects, both 
anima&M&Wnirnate, as wholes 
and not merely, as assemblages of 
elements or'parts 

These are the opening sentences 
of an article on the subject by the 
man who is said to have coined the 
term. Jan Christiaan Smuts, the late 
South African statesman. 

In the 1972 Britannica. the word 
does not even appear in the index, 
it is mentioned in passing in the 
item on Smuts, when we read that in 
1926 , while he was out of office for a 
spell, he completed and published 
Holism and Evolution, a book which 
"attracted the attention of 
philosophers throughout the 
world.” 

But the term has acquired a new 
lease of life in recent years through 
what is known as the holistic health 
movement. The practice of holistic 
health means, simply, a return to 
~.'whai traditional medicine has 
• ^always been aware of, the 
relationship between mind and 
v.body and their effects on each 
j.other, and an emphasis on the 
, .partnership between doctor and 
' patient in the healing process. 

“PERHAPS THE FIRST public ex-

NATHAN COHEN, legal advisor of 
the Israel Broadcasting Authority 
(I BA), fills in the background. The 
Communications Ministry is in 
charge of technical matters. It cun 
set up. or license others to set up. 
transmitters which magnify signals 
in places where reception is poor. 
But it cannot authorize broadcasts; 
that is the privilege of the 1BA 
and/or the government. 

The Broadcasting Law of 1965 
states explicitly that the I BA shall 
run radio and television program- 
mes as u public service. Clause 42 
adds: “The Authority shall not 
delegate any of its functions under 
this law except at the decision of the 
board of governors of the Authority 
and after clarification with tbe 
government, and the board shall 
decide upon the terms and condi- 
tions under which such functions 
are delegated." 

By introducing an amendment to 
the Post Office Ordinance authoriz- 
ing the Communications Ministry to 
license “equipment for broad- 
casting on radio and television," 
Moda'i runs counter — it is argued 
— to the Broadcasting Authority 
Law which confines that power to 
the IBA. 

If the truth be told, the minister 
has trodden cautiously. His “book 
of rules" (purchased by 62 in- 
terested parties to-date) states that 
the four stations may freely relay 
existing TV broadcasts "except 
from enemy countries” and may not 
operate when Israel TV is off the 
air. Nor may they put on their own 
programmes or commercials, 

On the face of it, nothing more 
than a technical facility, with one 
small exception. The cable stations 
may also feature films, provided 
they have been approved for exhibi- 
tion in Israel by the Film Cen- 
sorship Board. 

The thin edge of the wedge? A 
distinguished firm of lawyers, Elgar, 
Gera and Company, solicitous for 
the public good, sent an indignant 
memorandum to the Knesset 
Economic Committee, pointing out

(hai ihe substantial costs of erecting 
and running a cable service cannot 
be covered simply by charging a fee 
to the subscribers, particularly as 
the ministry is itself charging a 
spanking fee for the licence. 

Nevertheless many serious 
entrepreneurs are interested, and 
the lawyers offer an explanation. 
ModaTs amendment, they say. if 
passed, will allow the Communica- 
tions Ministry to decide what the 
cable-TV agencies may broadcast, 
that is, will allow it, if it so desires, 
to authorize commercials — which 
it will inevitably do, given that the 
system cannot work otherwise. 

in short, the amendment is a thin- 
ly disguised bid to introduce a se- 
cond channel through the back 
door. And that, the lawyers 
declaim, is just not on. The enabling 
act is ultra vires. The introduction of 
a second channel is not a subject 
that can be decided at the drop of a 
-hat through a chance regulation on 
a technical item. “It is a matter for 
public discussion. The decision 
must be taken by the Knesset 
deliberately and in full knowledge 
of the issues at stake." 

They could have added that the 
minister responsible for the content 
of the broadcasts (as opposed to the 
technique of broadcasting) is the 
minister of education, Zevulun 
Hammer. 

CRITICS ARE NOT saying there 
should be no cable television. They 
object to its being instituted by the 
Communications Ministry without 
any consultation with the IBA or 
decision by the government. 

In principle everybody is in 
favour. The Kubersky committee 
recommended that a special 
authority be set up to license a se- 
cond channel. Nathan Cohen, Gad 
Ya'acobi, the lawyer Yeshayahu 
Etgar all agree with that. The 
Education Ministry is not for, but 
nor is it against; it merely does not 


see the urgency of it. Nobody dis- 
putes the theme that an indepen- 
dent TV network is desirable. 

“Which is precisely the point," 
interjects Gideon Lev, director- 
general of the Communications 
Ministry, the body which has 
aroused all this ire. “Everybody 
agrees verbally that there ought to 
be a second channel — yet it 
doesn't happen. The subject has 
been under discussion in this office 
since 1971. The Kubersky commit- 
tee reported nearly two years ago, 
in March 1979, all to no purpose. 
The politicians are stalling." 

■ It is a case of the establishment 
guarding its own. The objections are 
revealing. A second channel means 
commercials, it is the only way to 
secure finance. But they open the 
door to the big time. “TV commer- 
cials." newspaper tycoon Lord 
Thompson once pronounced, “are a 
licence to print money." IBA are 
not allowed to tap that market. Is it 
fair, they complain, “that private in- 
terests be granted resources we are 
denied, to produce shows we cannot 
afford?" 

And then, who will tune in to 
patriotic, Zionist programmes like 
Morasha when the other station is 
beaming a football match or- pop 
festival? Nor is that all. The variety 
of new programmes available at the 
push of a button will lure the public 
away from the country's already 
depleted cinemas; Commercials will 
poach on the advertising revenue at 
present accruing to the newspapers. 
Besides, the colourful boosting of 
consumer goods can only en- 
courage people to spend more in- 
stead of saving. 

Most of all, the establishment 
fears the abuse of freedom. The 
IBA maintains moral standards, its 
board of governors sees to it that 
the public gets the right kind of fare. 
Private broadcasting agencies 
would be hard to control. They 
would put on “cheap" popular stuff.

it was only about two years ago 
that a large number of lay people, 
practitioners of different kinds of 
“unorthodox" medicine (biofeed- 
back, yoga, spiritual healing, and so 
on), and some doctors gathered at 
Phoenix to define what they were 
doing. 

At about the same time, that bas- 
tion of medical orthodoxy, the 
American Medical Association 
sympathetically discussed at its 
national convention matters that for 
some lime had been regarded, and 
to a great extent still are regarded, 
as the exclusive purview of pseudo- 
medical crackpots and charlatans. 
These included the need for 
restraint in writing prescriptions; 
the importance of such factors as 
compassion and warmth in the 
treatment of the 01; the role of 
nutrition in preventing and over- 
coming illness; and even ascorbic- 
acid therapy, on which a talk was 
delivered by its major exponent, 
Nobel laureate Linus Pauling, 
erstwhile object of the scorn of the 
medical profession. 

"The auspicious prospect," 
Norman Cousins writes in his recent 
best-selling book. Anatomy of an Ill- 
ness, after summing up' that AMA 
convention, “is that the interest of 
laymen can be knowledgeably ap- 
plied in concert with the medical 
profession’s own respect for the 
layman's responsible involvement in 
holistic approaches to health."' 

BERMOSK reported at the lecture 
and in an interview that followed 
that “more and more doctors are 
jumping on the holistic 
bandwagon." Furthermore, an in- 
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Prof. Loretta Bermosk 

creasing amount of research is be- 
ing done at American universities 
on many of the techniques 
embraced by the concept; both the 
concept and some of the techniques 
are being included in the cur- 
ricula of a growing number of 
medical and nursing faculties; and 
more and more groups practising 
these techniques are doing so with 
the active help and participation of 
doctors. 

Among the techniques are 
biofeedback, acupuncture, acupres- 
sure, Japanese massage, Chinese 
dance, hypnosis, yoga, homeopathy, 
chiropractic, certain aspects of 
what is known as spiritual healing — 
in fact, virtually every known an- 
cient or modem technique that 
seems to bring better physical and 
mental health to its practitioners. 

Bermosk referred to a 10-year 
study conducted jointly by the 
University of California at Los 
Angeles and the University of 
Wisconsin.

BORN IN Johnstown, Penn* 
sylvania, Bermosk, whose specialty 
is psychiatric nursing, was a.jU.Si. 
Army nurse during World War II. 
She has since travelled to most 
European and Asian countries, 
“always combining pleasure with 
my professional interests." 

She first came to Israel in 1968, to 
visit a former University of Pitts- 
burgh classmate who is now a 
retired nurse living In Jerusalem. In 
1972, she presented a paper on in^ 
terdisciplinary health-team practice 
at ihe International Congress of 
Social Psychiatry in Jerusalem. She 
returned later that year to spend a 
sabbatical year teaching at Tel Aviv 
University. 

Naturally, she has incorporated 
the teaching of holistic health and 
some of its techniques into her 
general teaching. Among other 
things, she has had her students in 
Israel do a “wellness inventory" on 
themselves. 

This is a holistic test, devised by 
one Dr. John W. Travis of Mill Val- 
ley, California. It is designed to help 
you check whether you are not 
merely not ill, but well. “Wellness," 
Dr. Travis writes, "is not a static 
state. It results when a person 
begins to see himself as a growing, 
changing person. High-level well- 
ness means giving good care 'to 
your physical self, using your mind 
constructively, expressing your 
emotions effectively, being 
creatively involved with those 
around you. being concerned about 
your physical and psychological en- 
vironment, and becoming aware of 
other levels of consciousness." 

Holistic wellness means, as Ber- 
mosk says, “taking responsibility for 
your own health and for your whole 
environment.

One official* notes that,' in Italy, 
where private broadcasting 
flourishes, the public has been 
treated — horror of horrors — - to a 
striptease of housewives competing 
for the right to free purchases in a 
local shop. 

Worse still: politics. “Can you 
imagine," the official stresses, “the 
anarchy in. an election year when 
political factions fight for space on 
all these television, screens?” 

WE A RE NOT sure that the various 
troublesome things will happen. 
The authority established to super- 
vise private TV stations would fix 
jhe rules: no pornography, a 
reasonable cultural standard, a 
proper objectivity when reporting 
events. It would not be difficult to 
maintain standards. 

What does Moshe Katz choose to 
broadcast in Netanya?

The amendment is 
supposed to make the point clear. 

Yet applicants are addressing in- 
quiries to the ministry in response to 
its tenders. Lev takes the subject up 
enthusiastically: “I cannot give you 
names, but they include banks and 
other economic undertakings ' — 
some of the biggest in. Israel.” 
Reports in the press suggest 
partnerships between local broad- 
casting specialists and foreign finan- 
ciers, the foreigners including big 
names like Shaul Eisenberg, Sir 
Isaac Wolfson, Nissim Gaon, Leon 
Tamman, Jean Friedman. 

Has not the ministry specified' 
that stations may only be owned by 
Israeli residents? “Correct, but 
foreign investors can form Israeli 
companies, located here, registered 
here," says Lev artlessly. 

ALL THIS wheeling and dealing 
with companies eager to use their 
cine-cameras seems quite a major 
departure from the transmission 
pylons and dish antennas and other 
technicalities which are the 
province of ModaTs ministry.

that discretion is the belter part of 
valour, and is.adapting to the situa- 
tion pragmatically. He certainly looks 
i like he is achieving his objective, if 
that is the objective he has in mind. 
Gad Ya'acobi's bill requiring the es- 
tablishment of an independent TV 
authority .should be just what the 
doctor ordered. 

Ya’acobi's personal preference is 
Tor wha> Moda'i is urging, the es- 
tablishment of cable stations. Talk 
up to now was about a single in- 
dependent television agency run- 
ning its own network like IBA, only 
i sub-contracting particular program- 
mes or groups of programmes to 
private show-business agencies. 

■ The last of the Kubersky report's 
19 recommendations was to give 
favourable consideration to the 
creation of cable TV stations, but 
only for transmitting existing 
i programmes and not for beaming 
programmes of their own. 

; There is, it must be said, a dif- 
ference between the two systems. 

I The centralized one delegates func- 
tions, but keeps overall control, so 
the government-appointed 
authority rules the show. 

The cable-TV method is a 
network of independent regional 
i -agencies, where tbe authority exer- 
cises only a supervisory role. 

Which of the alternatives should 
be adopted? Ya’acobi’s bill does not 
go into that, it lets the authority 
decide. But speaking personally, 
Ya'acobi does not support the crea- 
tion of a single central agency. His 
choice is for cable-TV stations in 
the full sense of the term, broad- 
casting their own programmes — 
while being subject to the supervi- 
sion and control of the proposed 
' authority. His reason: “Cable TV 
costs the government nothing, not 
an agora. Anyway, it can't be stop- 
ped, there's a demand for it, the 
trend is inevitable. The question is 
how to organize it properly.” 

How will the authority proposed 
in Ya'acobi's bill choose which of 
the applicants gets each conces- 
sion? “Licences should be given to 
trustworthy organizations, able to 
provide good programmes 
technically and equipped with a 
sound financial structure. As 
between candidates equally 
qualified in those respects, the con- 
tract should go to whoever charges 
the lowest fees,” Ya'acobi con- 
cludes.

Diplomatic version 
of the fire-engine

WE COULDN'T help thinking 
about nostalgia this week as we ran 
around the city chasing the 
diplomatic version of the fire engine 
— Henry Kissinger. 

Sirens blaring and blue twirling 
lights blazing. Kissinger's black 
limousine and its inevitable trail of 
security cars didn't travel very far 
during the 60 hours he was in 
Jerusalem. 

But for those 60 hours, reporters 
and Kissinger shared the feeling 
that his visit was “just like the good 
old days," or. as one longtime 
diplomatic correspondent put it, “a 
I970's flashback.” 

THE TV crews were about to shut 
off the cameras. Kissinger had 
already been seated about five 
minutes in Arik Sharon's office 
when one of Sharon's aides realized 
that there hadn't been a handshake 
for the camera. Both men stood, 
and while the camera ran. Kissinger 
smiled uncomfortably into the 
bright lights, while Arik wrinkled 
his nose and stared at Henry. 
Behind them, on the wall, was the 
map of the territories that Sharon 
uses like a personal flag. 

Then we were hustled out of the 
room and made to wait. 

And while we waited we could 
hear Sharon’s voice rising and fall- 
ing in that familiar burly whine as he 
explained the lines on his personal 
flag. 

When Henry, or, as the Israelis 
call him, Kissy. came out, he had a 
smile ready but didn't want to 
answer any questions. So the chase 
resumed. 

At the King David Hotel he was 
to meet Moshe Dayan, and like in 
the “good old days” the reporters 
began gathering in the lobby, soon 
filling most of the comfortably stuf- 
fed chairs in that magnificent room. 

They played tape recorders for 
each other, trying to make a lead 
out of some of Kissinger's off-the- 
cuff comments during his walking 
tour of Jerusalem. 

What they liked most was the way 
Kissinger sounded surprised when 
he was told by a Moslem guide that 
the Temple Mount is Islam's ’’third 
holiest site.” ‘‘The third, is it?" Kis- 
singer said. “The third?" 

Some had been upstairs on the 
sixth floor when Kissinger came out 
of his suite, while waiting for 
Dayan. . He'-'tUTrted to 'the 
cameramen and reporters and quip- 
ped that he was interviewing poten- 
tial ministers. 

At the press conference the next 
day, when asked what he had 
learned from his meetings with both 
opposition and government leaders. 


he said he was ready to form a 
cabinet. 

WHEN DAYAN came out of the 
elevator, suddenly blinded by the 
bright lights of the cameras, Kis- 
singer stepped forward and said 

“Moshe.” The two men awkwardly 
began an embrace that they quickly 
realized was not to either' s Lasle. 
They shook hands for the cameras, 
and then stepped inside 

The only difference from the 

“good old days” was that the 

security men. some loaned from the 
premier's office, others connected 
io Kissinger or the embassy, and 
one for Dayan, were more relaxed 
than they used to be. 

When Dayan came down to the 
lobby he was ambushed by the 
reporters and he unveiled his map 
of Labour's territorial compromise 
plan, explaining that he had just 
spoken critically of the plan to Kis- 
singer. 

Later, Kissinger said he thought 
Dayan’s plan to implement the 
autonomy unilaterally was 
premature. 

But there was something else 
not quite the same as in the old 
days. While we spoke with Dayan, 
Kissinger came out of the elevator. 
And we ignored him. listening to the 
man whom Kissinger said “has 
always been an ingenious, 
remarkable thinker.” 

THE NOSTALGIA was for the 
days when whatever Kissinger said, 
got front-page treatment. 

The nostalgia was for the days 
when he would speak as a “senior 
American official." 

The nostalgia was for the days 
when no matter how used the repor- 
ters felt by Kissinger, they felt 
enlightened in his presence, so close 
to the power and the brilliance. 

The brilliance remains, the power 
of course disappeared one winter's 
day almost four years ago this week. 

"It must have been incredible to 
have been on his plane in those 
days,” said a young reporter as he 
came out of his first-ever Henry 
Kissinger press conference. 

SOME OF THOSE at his press con- 
ference had seen him in action 
before. Most hadn't. For all, it was 
the best entertainment they had in a 
long time. 

The “itinerant professor," as he 
referred to himself, made us feel 
that whether or not one agreed with 
him on any of the issues he discus- 
sed or on any of his past policies, he 
spoke as a statesman, taking a view 
that went beyond the banalities of 
political survival for its own sake. 


THE RANKS OF contestants for 
the title of “The Great Survivor" 
have thinned with the death of 
Yugoslavia's Josip Broz Tito and 
the retirement of Senegal's Leopold 
Senghor. Almost alone in the runn- 
ing now is our Minister of Interior 
(and Mice) Yosef Burg. The 71- 
vear-old National Religious Party 
leader has been a member of 15 of 
Israel's 18 cabinets and (except for 
six months in the opposition in 
I95S-59) has been a minister non- 
stop for 20 years. 

He obtained his first ministerial 
limousine in David Beit-Guriou's 
third cabinet, where he held the 
Health portfolio, switching after a 
year to Posts, where he remained 
until his party walked out of B-G’s 
eighth government in 1958. He was 
back again in B-G's ninth ad- 
ministration. looking after Social 
Welfare, and remained there until 
1970. when the death of Moshe 
Haim Shapiro propelled him to the 
top of the NRP and into the Interior 
Ministry, where he has remained 
ever since. It was Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin who added the 
Police to his charge, and he may live 
to rue the day he accepted that hat. 

Burg may yet lose out in the mer- 
ciless NRP factional in-fighting. His 
enemies have not stopped blaming 
him for allowing the police in- 
vestigations into the charges against 
Religious Affairs Minister Aharon 
Abuhatzeira to get out of hand. His 
usual unflappable front cracked at 
the. party executive's last meeting, 
when he made a blistering attack on 
an unspecified front-bencher who 
had described him to the press as no 
longer an electoral asset but a 
burden. While no name was men- 
tioned. Burg and Lamifne 
strongman Rafael Ben-Natan have 
not forgotten that Education 
Minister Zevnlun Hammer and 
Abuhatzeira threatened a few 
months ago to inform Begin that 
they no longer recognized the in- 
terior minister as the party 
spokesman. And Burg's feelings 
were not improved by the report 
that Hammer phoned to condole 
with Herat Shafir within an hour of 
the sacking of the police inspector- 
general. 

The forthcoming publication of 
the memoirs of former party leader 
Yitzhak Raphael should set the Maf- 
dal merry-go-round moving faster 
than ever. 

THE BURGEONING row over 
Shafir's dismissal has cast a 
searchlight on our ex-generals' 
mutual protection society. Not only 
Haim Laskov but Moshe Dayan, loo, 
sprang to Shafir's defence, while 
such former comrades-in-arms as 
Aharon Yariv, Stella Levy, Avrahatn 
Adan, Yeshayahu Gavish and 
Mordechai Hod began circulating 
petitions in the officers' corps. » 

' We now understand Shafir's 
reluctance to set up an investigation 
into the alleged involvement of bis 
old Zahal comrade Rehavam 
(Gandhi) Ze’eri in the murky affairs 
of Tuvya Oshri. And his old pals 
thoroughly approve his refusal to 
take orders from the head of the 
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Ex-generals' mutual protection society: Gavish, Levy, Hod, Yariv and Adan. 

Politicians grasp the 
shaky merry-go-round

His affability enables 
him to be good friends with all party 
factions, and his reputation as a bril- 
liant organizer has been bolstered 
by his successes in the 1977 
Histadrut campaign, the 1978 local 
government elections, and last but 
not least, in the re-election of Peres 
himself. 

Harel apparently learned a great 
deal about election techniques dur- 
ing his study tours in the U.S. and 
West.

When the Likud’s-Histadrut cam- 
paign gets on the road, probably in 
mid-February, they will personalize 
it into a duel between Labour’s 
Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yeroham Meshei and their No. 1, 
Housing Minister David Levy. 

The word is out that Ezer 
Weizraan is not now inclined to run 
on an independent ticket. It isn’t a 
question of finance — he has more 
than enough backing — but rather a 
mixture of preoccupation with his 
critically-iil son, Shaal, and a clear- 
eyed perception that, even should 
he win 12-15 seats, he would be only 
a minor party in any government. 
No wonder many Likudniks still 
hope they can draw him back into 
the fold, possibly into a re-aligned 
Likud. 

EDUCATION MINISTER Ham- 
mer is in a bind. If he stands firm, 
then his old ally. Finance Minister 
Yigael Hnrvitz, will go and possibly 
bring down the government; if not, 
he will forfeit the image he has tried 
to build up for himself as a man of 
principle in his bid to replace Burg 
as party leader. His trouble-shooter, 
party secretary Danny Vermin, has 
already advised Labour leaders that 
if Hammer can keep Education, he 
will swing the rest of the NRP 
behind Labour’s Knesset faction 
chairman Moshe Shahai’s bill to dis- 
solve the 9th Knesset. 

Gadot confirmed to me that Arik 
Sharoo will play a major part in the 
party’s campaign, but did not give

In response to the demand for short-term savings schemes, from the beginning of January 1981, the Bank is 
offering “Yitron Rav Tachliti" and “Yitron Neurim," in short-period version*. 

After the three-year period, savers have the option of continuing for another year, and this option is 
available each year, up to 7 years. This is considered the best way of making savings investments.

Discount Bank’s New York business transferred to

In 1949, the Israel Discount Bank became the first Israel bank to expand its operations to overseas 
territories, by the opening of a New York representative office. In 1962, the Bank opened a branch on 
5th Avenue, Manhattan — Israel Discount Trust Company. 

On January 1, 1981, this became the Israel Discount Bank of New York, which now handles most of 
the parent bank's New York business. 

The New York subsidiary's first balance sheet relates to some $1,250 million. It has two branches in 
New \ ork, and a branch in the Cayman Islands. It also has a subsidiary in Llruguay (Discount Bank —

'orange card,' which gives them 
the advantages of “Up to 18," and a 
cheque book for use with a Junior 
Current Account (cheques are 
limited to a maximum of IS 75). 
Cheque books are free, there are 
no bank charges for running the 
account, and members are eligible 
for discounts at 1,500 shops. 

These discounts range between 
5% and 15% — quite substantial. 
These savings are very real for 
youth with part-time or full-time 
jobs. 

Think First, Then Act 

The fifth element of “Five for 
the Young” is "Yitron Lehayalim,” 
which gives all the advantages of 
Up to 18, and more. It gives the 
soldier, serving far away from 
home, the comforting thought that 
his pay goes into his bank account, 
and that there is someone looking 
after his money. 

These five schemes did not 
come into existence by chance, or 
by mistake. They were created af-- 
ter research and surveys, which 
showed that there are con- 
siderable volumes of capital in the 
hands of youth, both those who 
study and have a part-time job, 
and those who work full-time, and 
it is important to teach youth the 
importance of saving. 

The scheme. “Up to 18,'] is the 
only one of its kind, not just in 
Israel, also in an international 
context. Young people are taught 
to make their own decisions, and 
to -take advantage of paying by 
cheque instead of cash. Writing 
cheques teaches young people the 
value of money, and the impor- 
tance of the saying: think first, 
then act,

The leasing is for a period of 
eight years, after which the sun 
hculer continues at the user's dis- 
posal. for a very nominal monthly 
charge.

Some 
would make a. new facade only, 
others rebuilt 'it completely, so that 
the temple actually was like the 
.skins of an Onion,” Franco ex- 
plained. “We discovered 11 struc- 
tural periods — five complete tem- 
ples and six facades. Coyolxauhqui 
belongs to the ninth period, around 
1470” 

TTHENEWemperbr always .kept the 
previous temple intact when 
building ' his. new great one or 
redesigning the facade. On the steps 
of. one of the pyramids, 
archeologists found eight iifesize 

-statues placed in a prone position. 
They apparently represent guards 
and originally stood in front of the

temple. Carefully removed, they 
reposed on the staircase as the new 
temple was built on top of them. 

Excavators uncovered a sewer 
line, built in 1900, that cuts right 
through the successive structures. 
Walking along the sewer, you pass 
through the skins of the onion, 
moving back in time through two 
centuries of Aztec history to the 
oldest temple yet unearthed. This 
one, which dates from about the 
end of the L4ih century, was not the 
earliest built by the Aztecs, who 
dedicated their first temple when 
they Tounded Tenochtitlan in 1323. 

The Aztecs established their 
capita] on ah island in the Lake of 
Texcoco after years of wandering, 
in a place where they saw the signs 
their gods had foretold — an eagle 
perched atop a cactus, eating a ser- 
pent The lake has been almost 
completely drained, but the subsoil' 
of the lakebed is muddy, and 
buildings tend to sink into it. This is 
what has happened to the Temple. 

As you move through its layers, 
from the most recent to the oldest 
structure, you can observe the 
phenomenon of sinking. Looking 
down at Coyolxanhqui, you are at 
the base of one of the later temples. 
Walking along the sewer line to the 
oldest one, you are dose to the top 
of the pyramid, yet the staircase 
descends into groundwater. 


Garbage people

g£rirag£-db^osd system, 
depends on. this community of ap- 
proximately 40,000 to cart away the 
massive amounts of debris it 
produces daily. Before Hoc zabaline 
could start work at dawn and spend 
the entire day collecting Cairo's 
garbage; they now must be off the 
streets by 7 a.m. 

THE ZABALINE are at the bottom 
of. a free enterprise pyramid respon- 
sible for- Cairo refuse collection. At 
the top wealthy garbage brokers, 
called w ahiya, have divided up the 
city. They sell or rent collection 
rights to the zabaline „ and also exact 
.a monthly collection fee from every 
apartment or home owner in Cairo. 

The zabaline, however, get none 
of thaL They sell' their refuse and 
the pigs that feed off the organic re- 
mains. As a primarily Coptic com- 
munity, the zabaline are the only 
swine-breeders in Cairo. 

Although. the work is wretched.

the zabaHne'^t rform a remafkkble 
task of .waste recycling. They sift 
through garbage, sorting it into 
separate piles of cloth, metal, paper, 
glass, bone and food. These piles 
are then sold to middlemen, who 
resell to factories. Paper is 
reprocessed into recycled paper and 
cardboard; cotton and wool go to 
upholstery and blanket firms; 
metals are remelted; spare parts 
resold; and bones are used to make 
glue and paints. 

Most of the sorting is done by 
women and children. One visitor . 
to their community saw one of 
Cairo's few municipal garbage 
trucks dump a huge load on top of a 
zabaline woman, who then 
proceeded to pick her way out of 
the smeHy heap. 

Their “city” is without name. 
Their houses, made of salvaged 
metal and straw, have neither 
sewerage nor water, and few 


HERE ARE the two shrines, the 
one on the right sucred to Huit- 
zilopochtli, the one on the left to 
Tlaloc, At the shrine to the war god, 
the sacrificial stone still stands, a 
cold grey trapezoid. Prisoners of 
war were laid on their backs across 
the stone, while priests cut out their 
hearts as offerings to Huit- 
zilopochlii. The bodies were thrown 
down the steps of the pyramid, dis- 
membered, and eaten. 

The sacrifices recreated the myth 
of Coyolxauhqui and her defeat and 
death at the hands of her brother 
Huitzilopochtli. The story is a 
bloody one. It begins with 
Coatlicue, mother of all the gods, 
conceiving a child after a feather 
floated down to her from heaven. 
One of her daughters, Coyolxauh- 
qui, was angry and incited her 400 
sisters, the southern stars, to kill 
their mother. The unborn child was 
Huitzilopochtli. Before the plot 
against Coatlicue could be carried 
out. he sprang from his mother's 
womb fully armed with a serpent of 
fire, and fought his sister at 
Coatepec (Serpent Hill). He 
defeated her. cutting off her head 
and limbs. The stone found at the 
temple site shows Coyolxauhqui 
decapitated and dismembered. 

“Archeologists see the temple as 
a confirmation of that myth," 
Franco said. “Huitzilopochtli. the 
conqueror, rules at the top of the 
pyramid, while the defeated 
Coyolxauhqui lies dismembered? at 
the base." 

The Aztecs believed human 
sacrifice was necessary to keep the 
sun in the sky. They saw each 
sacrifice as the re-enactment of 
their myth of the god Nanaulzin, 
who had given his life to light up the 
sun at the beginning of the world. 

Some scholars believe that 
human sacrifice was a perversion of 
their religion thought up by the Az- 
tecs for political reasons. The Az- 
tecs were warriors who had forged a 
great empire through the conquest 
of much of central, eastern and 
southern Mexico. The sacrificial 
victims were prisoners of war from 
the conquered areas; the Aztecs 
consolidated their conquests by 
terror. 


zabaline experience the luxury of 
beds. . 

Disease is rampant, and the infant 
mortality rate has been estimated to 
be between 40-60 per cent. 

The U.S. Agency for International 
Development (AID) is try- 
ing to aHay some of these problems 
with a pilot project aimed at 
providing basic neighbourhood ser- 
vices. AID also helps Cairo with 
garbage collection in poorer dis- 
tricts, largely ignored by the gar- 
bage people, who prefer the more 
wasteful and careless upper-class 
neighbourhoods. 

However, as in the past, attempts 
to help the zabaline have been slow. 

As Cairo expands, land has 
become more precious. The 
zabaline have been pushed further 
and further back and, as keepers of 
the pigs, always kept on the city 
ouskirts. 

At one time the burning mounds 
of garbage that are neither sold or 
eaten supplied heat for the city's 
Turkish baths. Today they serve 
only to pollute the sky and the air 
with a heavy black smoke and as a 
reminder of the people who tend 
them.

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TO COUNTLESS thousands of 
counter-cultural foot-sloggers in the 
1960s, Californian publisher Stewart 
Brand’s Last Whole Earth Catalogue 
was the quintessential manual of 
survival, the textbook of a “now'* 
generation that feared there would 
be no then. 

A remarkable 1.6 million copies 
of the fat, how-to-do-it, where-to- 
find-it reference book were snapped 
up by rebel students and handy hip- 
pies who thrilled to Brand's batLle- 
cry: “We are as gods, and might as 
well get good al it." 

But not since 1971 has the Last 
Whole Earth undergone an update, 
and the times have been a-changing. 
Last month. Brand, aided by a staJT 
of 25, bounced back with a new, 
tele phone- book-sized version of his 
influential compendium, designed 
to see America through the 
challenges of the Reagan years. 

Weighing in at five-and-a-half 
pounds. The Next Whole Earth 
Catalogue evaluates nearly 3,000 
items in 60S quarto pages, from 
"aboriginal Indian baskets" to 
Zo me works (solar energy devices). 
Bui it isn't just for hippies any more. 

A good two-thirds of the immense 
volume is fresh material aimed at 
hedonistic, inflation-harassed, in- 
creasingly conservative Middle 
America. 

THE BOOK, from establishment 
publisher Random House, is 
subtilled Access to Tools. Tools for 
the 80s include home computers. 
CB radios, guns, “dude Western 
gear," airstream campers, hang- 
gliders, video games, space colonies 
and sex toys. 

Brand, the back-to-basics guru, is 
not looking “onwards, upwards and

outwards." At 41, he does this from 
a cluttered studio in affluent, arty- 
crafty Sausalito. across the bay from 
San Francisco's skyscrapers. 

Here, amid mounds of books, 
helpers, animals, beneath a portrait 
of Albert Einstein, he runs his 
"Point Foundation" ("We point to 
practical things"). It pays him S20.-

have devoted a dozen pages to 
space colonization, several of them 
from Governor Brown's science 
adviser, astronaut Russel! 
Schweickart, whose detailed ac- 
count of urination and defecation in 
zero gravity comes with 


BUT SPACE is only one of some 
300 new fields explored by the 
Whole Earthers. with indefatigable 
thoroughness. ' Hell, we've been at 
it 12 years," says Brand, who also 
edits a quarterly devoted to product 
evaluation. “We ought to know 
what's good." 

Out are geodesic domes — they 
leaked horridly in the rain. In are 
underground homes. Out are avant- 
garde “free schools" and other 
alternative education ideas. In is 
educational conservatism, including 
much on home teaching. 

China has vanished. “Roles have 
reversed. Six years ago China was 
the model for radical America. Now 
America is the model for technical 
and economic China.” And it's bye- 
bye “black culture.” A treatise on it 
has been scrapped. “The subject 
deserved a rest." 

Drugs are not entirely dismissed 
in this brave new world. Home- 
grown cannabis wins a few columns 
under “exotic crops." But now the 
heavy emphasis is on sex in all its 
wayward forms. Bondage tips, ad- 
vice on lubricants, condoms, 
masturbation techniques, the best in 
manuals, in gay periodicals, tbe 
“Cadillac of vibrators," group sex, 
sex over 50, artificial insemination 
for lesbians. 

"A lot of us in the 1960s were 
spoilt, over-rewarded children," 
says Brand. “Some of us aged into 
positions of responsibility. One of us 
even governs California."

Letter of the Irish law 


FOR THE FIRST TIME since its 
foundation, the Republic of Ireland 
is allowing contraceptives to be 
bought legally. Paradoxically, they J 
have immediatejy. beconje scarcer 
than ever hnd their ^Je, except on 
very restricted grounds, is a 
criminal offence. 

This becomes more understan- 
dable if the description of the law by 
Irish Premier Charles Haughey is 
borne in mind. It is, he says, “an 
Irish solution to an Irish problem.” 

The new law overrides a judge- 
ment of the Supreme Court that al- 
lowed contraceptives to be im- 
ported for persona] use and to be 
distributed by family-planning 
clinics so long as they were not paid 
for. The clinics, upholding the letter 
of the law, supplied the contracep- 
tives and collected “voluntary 
donations." 

Now the law insists that con- 
traceptives may be obtained only 
with a doctor's prescription, which 
has then to be taken either to a 
pharmacist or to a registered clinic 
employing a pharmacist. Moreover, 
the doctor may prescribe only for

ried couples or couples he regards 
as haring a stable relationship. 

Intra-uterine derices have been 
banned because the new law judges 
that they cause abortion. Ad- 
ditionally, a “conscience" clause in 
the act allows a doctor or phar- 
macist to refuse any applicant 
without giving a reason. 

To add to the difficulties, the 
Irish bishops, who oppose even the 
new restrictive law, have warned 
doctors and pharmacists to look to 
their Roman Catholic consciences. 

And the knights of Columbanus, 
a secretive Catholic society, has 
already urged them to refuse to 
cooperate. Fear of a cut-off of sup- 
plies has led to panic buying: at one 
Dublin clinic, individuals ordered 
contraceptives by the gross.

which openly sell about 500 con- 
doms a day, each declared they will 
continue to ignore the law. Eoin 
Scott, president of Trinity students 
uni&p^saicl: “This Jaw is ridiculous. 
If students are taken to court and 
fined, they will not pay. They are 
prepared to go to jail.” Irish Family 
Planning Association clinics in 
Dublin and Limerick have also said 
they will continue their usual ser- 
vice, regardless of the law. 

No one expects the new law to be 
enforced to its limit. But if doctors 
decline to prescribe contraceptives 
to holders of medical cards, who are 
the less well-off section of the com- 
munity, then family planning for 
them will be an expensive item: SI 2 
for each visit to the surgery and pos- 
sibly another S 12 for the pharmacist 
— S24 a month. 

The state radio, RTE, has already 
joked about a babysitter caught in a 
compromising position telling the 
woman of the house not to worey, 
that her visiting boyfriend was using 
“cling.” This is a plastic kitchen

SOLUTIONS TO TODAY’S PUZZLE ON SUNDAY 
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THE PROBLEM with political af- 
frays like the Shafir AfTair is that the 
concerned public is inexorably, but 
often unfairly, pushed into taking 
sides: if one is against Dr. Yosef 
Burg, the implied argument goes, 
one should be for Herzl Shafir. And 
vice versa. 

Burg's major achievement at the 
Interior Ministry was his selection 
or a good director-general, Haim 
Kubersky. It is Kubersky who runs 
its day-to-day ailairs, while his well- 
travelled minister is away. 

But the degree to which the 
ministry has failed to apply itself to 
improving local government — the 
weakest link in Israel’s political 
system — is also a reflection of the 
total lack of substantive interest 
.that has characterized the National 
Religious Party's long-time 
stewardship over that office, both 
under Burg and his late predeces- 
sor. Moshe Haim Shapiro. 

To entrust the Police Ministry to 
Burg was an act of political 
cynicism. The decision arose from 
an initially admirable but naive in- 
tent, in the early days of the Likud 
government, to make at least a stab 
at carrying out election promises to 


. streamline government al the 
cabinet level. 

Police ministers had been redun- 
dant under Labour rule, with 
inspcctors-general owing their 
primary fealty to the men around 
the prime minister who were 
responsible for their appointment. 

IT MADE SENSE to abolish the 
Police Ministry. U would have made 
sense to give political responsibility 
for the police to the Justice 
Ministry, which is primarily respon- 
sible for the functioning of the legal 
system and for the over-all fight 
against crime. 

Nonetheless, placing the police 
under the -Interior Ministry would 
have been a tolerable alternative ar- 
rangement had the ministry had a 
functioning and dynamic minister, 
or at least a deputy minister with 
political clout who could have been 
placed directly in charge of the 
police function. 

Burg was not such a minister. 
And a deputy minister (the law re- 
quires that he be a Knesset 
member) would have proved too 
destabilizing to the precariously 
maintained internal balance of the 
NRP Knesset faction. 
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No job for innocents 

The lesson to be learned from Herzl Shafir’s fall is that men of his 
resolve and ability must also school themselves in the rules of 
political survival, writes YOSEF GOELL. 


Appointing a man like Herzl 
Shafir. a political innocent with the 
abilities and abrasive ego of a 
would-be chief-of-stafT, to serve un- 
der such a ministry was a risky exer- 
cise. 

Shafir was appointed in the ex- 
pectation that a man of his calibre 
would prove to be a feather in the 
cap of the Likud government in a 
period that seemed to be calling for 
a more determined attempt than 
before to establish a serious police 
force to combat crime. 

Burg would have been happier 
with an in-house choice like Arye 
Ivtzan, whom he has now ap- 
pointed. But he was persuaded to 
take Shafir, in the hope that the 
hard-nosed army man would prove 
a reasonably adept pupil in shaping 


up to the realities of civilian politics. 

Shafir had to go because he 
proved inept at that task. He 
deserves high marks for bringing a 
fresh wind to the moribund police 
force. The toes he trod on in the 
process fully deserved to be 
crushed. The old-time officers 
whom he offended should be seen in 
the context of the new spirit he suc- 
ceeded in instilling in tbe ranks and 
among the younger officers who 
hold out the prospect of a better 
police force if they stay on after 
their mentor's forced departure. 

S HA FIR’S RELATIONSHIP with 
the Interior Ministry's special 
police section was demeaning 
and problematic from the outset. 
But Shafir did not have the political 


'savvy to manipulate that 
relationship to his own and his 
force's advantage. 

Conducting the police investiga- 
tion of such an NRP stronghold as 
the Religious Affairs Ministry 
which has. now culminated in the fil- 
ing of charges against Aharon 
Abuhatzeira, while serving under an 
NRP minister, demanded quite a bit 
of political tact. - 

Shafir was helped by an initially 
judicious leaking of the news- of the 
investigation to the media and by 
the fact that Burg would not have 
been overly displeased by the toppl- 
ing of Abuhatzeira. 

But Shafir seemed to rely on the 
support of Prime Minister Begin in 
any eventual show-down. He failed 


to . read the political history of the 
Begin premiership, which would 
have shown him that such support 
would not be forthcoming, 

Shafir could have attempted to 
get the support of an enraged public 
mobilized by a press, radio and 
television which would have cham- 
pioned him against the cynical, self- 
serving politicians. But Shafir’s 
worst “sin" was to undermine this 
potential media and public support 
by his high-handed disregard of the 
rules of self-restraint that all 
policemen must exercise and be 
seen' to be exercising in democratic 
systems. 

THE CUMULATIVE effect of 
Shafir's mistakes — the un- 
authorized police entry into the Bar 
Bakar slaughterhouse; his clumsy 
efforts to explain away the attempt 
at surreptitious surveillance of a 
meeting between police reporters 
and the head of the ministry's police 
section; and bis admission' of 
responsibility for a conscious cam- 
paign of police disinformation in the 
Abuhatzeira case — set him up for 
the axe by Burg. 

If the Shafir-Burg story were a 
morality tale, Shafir would dearly 


have been cast in the white £■ * 
riding the white horse as the M aoc 
guy." He was a flawed and overt" 
innocent good guy, however, % 
contrary to the usual scenario 
such guys usually ehd up dead. 

As a highly-regarded army nu 
Shafir should have known &e tt< 
than most that a sense of timing ar 
a correct assessment of one’sow 
and of the enemies’ forces are U 
essentials of good generalship, i- 
was wrong on all counts and he pa 
the price for exposing his flan,' 
while serving under a politic 
superior who felt increasing 
threatened by his initiatives, and 
premier whose primary — 0c 
might say only — concern is h 
government's survival. 

The likes of Herzl Shafir dor 
come along every day. And the. 
lies tbe tragedy. Many areas of ,U 
in Israel coukl benefit from- ft 
energetic application of. public 
spirited resolve and innate abflft 
exemplified by his kind. The Jesso 
to be learned from Shafir’s fail 
that meh of such resolve and abiljr 
must also school themselves in tfc 
rules of political survival befoi 
joining the fight for a better Israe 
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ZE'EV JABOTINSKY'S sense of 
irony would have been tickled at the 
list of recipients of the medal dis- 
tributed in New York at the celebra- 
tion of his centenary. Not ail of 
them could be fairly described as 
sympathetic to his political 
philosophy. On the contrary, some 
of them could be more readily 
imagined as being most upset at the 
very idea of such identification. 

This apparent anomaly evoked no 
expressions of protest from those 
medallists who could themselves 
justifiably point to years of devotion 
to and labour for Jabotinsky’s ideas. 
They were not affronted by the gift 
of the medal to people of other per- 
suasions: after all, it was not 
presented for devotion to 
Jabotinsky. The only declared 
criteria were devotion and service 
to the Jewish State. Thus hard- 
nosed Labour Zionists and un- 
reconstructed Revisionists basked 
together with devout Christians and 
Orthodox rabbis in a moment of 
shared nachess. 

Most people in Israel would 
presumably be happy if every public 
figure in the U.S. were adjudged 
deserving of such a medal How 
good it would be if, for example, 
every candidate for the Senate were 
classified as pro-Israel Yet what 
discomfiture would be caused by 
the results of the contests. In each 
of them a friend of Israel would be 
defeated. Such situations have of 
course arisen. In the recent election 


PERHAPS MORE than any other 
State Department official. Assistant 
Secretary of State Harold Saunders 
has come under fire in recent years 
from Israel and the American 
Jewish community for being “pro- 
Arab." In November 1975, during 
testimony before a congressional 
subcommittee, his remarks on the 
Arab-Israeli conflict — later dub- 
bed the Saunders Document'* — 
resulted in an official protest to 
Washington by the Rabin govern- 
ment. 

Immediately following the signing 
of the Camp David accords in 
September 1978, Saunders angered 
Israel during his West Bank tour by 
supposedly gojng too far in describ- 
ing Palestinian autonomy. 

Since Ronald Reagan's victory at 
the polls, several Jewish and other 
pro-Israel Republicans have made it 
clear that they want Saunders 
removed. Saunders, a career civil 
servant who has worked in 
Republican and Democratic ad- 
ministrations, has deeply resented 
the accusations. 

Last October 12, he was invited 
by Rabbi Israel Miller to address 
the National Jewish Community 
Relations advisory Council in New 
York to present his side of the story. 
But urgent business — he has be’en 
among the most active U.S. 
diplomats in dying to negotiate a 
release of the hostages in Iran — 
forced him to cancel the ap- 
pearance. 

The following “personal” 
remarks, he told The Jerusalem Posi 
last week, would have been 
delivered at that time. They were 
sent to Miller on November 20 with 
the hope that Saunders' stance 
could be explained to Israel and its 
American supporters. 

FOLLOWING are excerpts from 
Saunders* remarks: 

Simply because I happened to be 
the Administration's witness in 1975 
after the Sinai II agreement in hear- 
ings on the . Palestinian dimensions 
of the Arab-Israeli conflict, my 
name has become associated with 
the Palestinian cause. 

There is little point in noting that, 
if one goes back to read that state- 
ment today, one will find it a simply 
analytical non-policy statement, far 
behind what the government and 
Knesset of Israel agreed to at Camp 
David in 1978. 

So let's put behind us the 
mythology of who is pro-this or pro- 


in New York not one but two 
friends of Israel were defeated, 
Jacob Javits and Elizabeth Holtz- 
man; and the third candidate, 
Alphonse D’Amato is said to be 
equally alert to American interest in 
a strong Israel. 

What can we in Israel do about 
such tragedies? Deny a medal to the 
winner, for defeating the loser? In- 
fact, we can do nothing. We wish all 
our friends well. We would like 
them all to win; and when medals of 
appreciation are distributed, they 
will be presented, we hope, without 
reference to the recipients* Zionist 
views — or to their special passions 
on taxation or abortion in the U.S. 

It was consequently perhaps un- 
fortunate that the Jabotinsky 
centennial celebration came hard 
on the heels of the elections in the 
U.S. Only the passions aroused in 
the campaign can explain, if not ex- 
cuse, the distorted vision of those 
partisans who protested against the 
presentation of the Jabotinsky 
medal for service to Israel to people 
who worked in the election for the 
wrong side. 

It would be salutary to igndre and 
quickly forget these outbursts if it 
were not that one of the vociferous 
protestors has introduced con- 
siderations of more permanent and 
deeper significance for Israel and, 
indeed, the Jewish people. He is 
Rabbi Alexander Schindler, and his 
special target has been Dr. Jerry 
Falwell, the Christian Evangelical 


that. Let’s concentrate on the fact 
that tbe Palestinians in the Arab 
world are themselves a displaced 
people and that they have become 
the symbol of what the Arabs regard 
as an Arab defeat at the bands of 
Zionism and the West and the "sym- 
bol of what they see as an abiding 
injustice. 

The issue before Israel and the 
U.S. as we seek a lasting peace, 
which is the ultimate assurance of 
Israel's security, is that this problem 
must be dealt with and be 
honourably and permanently 
resolved. To say that is not a revela- 
tion of prejudice; it is a simple state- 
ment of fact acknowledged in both 
Israel and the U.S.... 

I HAVE experienced dimensions' 
and depth in human personality in 
Israel that are rarely found. I had 
known this before, but it was con- 
firmed for me in the first long 
months after the 1973 war. 

My wife had died the day before 
the 1973 war broke out, so those 
almost monthly trips with Secretary 
Kissinger, including the 35-day 
Israel-Syria shuttle, came at a time 
of great personal difficulty for me 
and my children, who were then 7 
and 9. 

Travelling constantly with an out- 
standing group of American col- 
leagues, I reached out for a human 
response to the emptiness I was 
feeling. I found that kind of contact 
difficult to establish with my 
countrymen. In Israel on the other 
hand, whether I was talking to the 
driver about his war experiences, to 
the chambermaid at the King David 
Hotel about her flight from Iraq and 
her life in Israel, or to the foreign - 
minister or the prime minister, I 
found an immediate response on the 
human level several levels deeper 
than is our common experience 
here. 

DURING MY first visit to Israel, 
my host told me, “I am going to 
begin your tour of Jerusalem in an 
unhappy place because in many 
ways this is where the modern state 
of Israel started." And we drove to 
Yad Vashem. I realized that the 
depths of human response came 
naturally from people who have 
lived for generations on the fron- 
tiers of human survival. 

I remember a day during the long 
May 1974 shuttle when the negotia- 
tions had to be suspended because 
of the terrorist attack on Ma’alot.

leader, who entered the political 
arena on Ranald Reagan's behalf as 
leader of the "Moral Majority'' 
movement. 

Dr. Falwell has been active for 
years fostering friendly and co- 
operative relations between Chris- 
tians and Jews; and he has been 
consistently doing battle in Israel’s 
cause in a variety of channels well 
beyond the walls of his church. He 
is one of those many Christians who 
believe that the Land of Israel is in 
fact the land of Israel. Their fervent 
Zionism is an evocation of their 
Christian belief. 

In recent years many such Chris- 
tians, growing more conscious of 
the dire implications of the world- 
wide campaign against Israel and 
Zionism, have sought practical 
means of coming to Israel's aid. It 
was Christian Zionists who rushed 
to demonstrate identification with 
Israel’s sovereignty in her historic 
capital and set up the “Christian 
Embassy" in Jerusalem. It was Jerry 
Falwell who (with Edward

The Moral Majority move- 
ment in the U.S. has shown 
its support for Israel, and 
this sympathy deserves to 
he reciprocated, writes 
SHMUEL KATZ. 

Mr. Schindler's heart. 

THE Moral M ajority7wh<revident- 
ly mustered tremendous grass roots 
support throughout the U.S. and 
played a serious role in Reagan's 
victory, represent an upsurge of 
resistance to many of the recent 
tendencies in American life which,- 
they claim, were encouraged bythc 
Carter regime. Among them are 
permissive attitudes on abortion 
and pornography, abandonment of 
allies abroad, inaction against inter- 
national terrorism and Com- 
munism. Dr. Schindler and many 
other people, however, 'have op- 
posed the Moral Majority. 

The quarrel need be of no more 
than academic interest to Israel. We 
have no lack of passionate disagree- 


ments on moral and religious issues. 
It would be the height of imper- 
tinence for Israelis to interfere in 
American controversies, as it would 
be Americans to drag us- into them. 
This, however, is precisely what Dr. 
Schindler has been trying to 
achieve. He would like Israel — and 
the Jews of the U.S. — to disavow 
or to boycott Dr. Falwell in order to 
help him fight Falwell's views on 
American society. To this end, he 
has tried to introduce a Jewish and 
Israeli element into his quarrel. _ 

It was no coincidence, he said (to 
a board meeting of the Reform con- 
gregations in San Francisco in 
November) that “the rise of right- 
wing Christian fundamentalism has 
been accompanied by the most 
serious outbreak of anti-Semitism in 
America since World War IL.. I do 
not accuse Jerry Falwell and Bailey 
Smith of deliberately inciting anti- 
Semitism. But I do say that their 
preachments have an inevitable ef- 
fect.” 

The diatribe was greeted by out- 
raged protest not only from Falwell 
but from a broad spectrum of 
Jewish public figures, secular and 
religious. Schindler 'was sharply 
rebuked, among others, by the 
director of the. Anti-Defamation 
League, Nathan Perimutter; and 
Rabbi Abraham Hecbt, president of 
the Rabbinical Alliance of America, 
dubbed Schindler's charge “scur- 
rilous and inane." He described the 
Christian leaders as “men of in- 


tegrity, sharing many traditional 
beliefs of the Jewish people... values 
which have long ago been rejected 
out of hand by Schindler and his 
ilk..." 

RABBI SCHINDLER did not stop 
there. He attacked the foundations 
of Christian Zionism. In San Fran- 
cisco and again in a harangue over 
Kol Israel, he asserted that the fun- 
damentalists’ support for Israel was 
not based on respect for Jews. “Dr. 
Falwell" he cried, “wants all the 
J ews to be regathered in the biblical 
homeland and to turn us all into 
Christians. He wants to frighten 
us." This somewhat hysterical out- 
pouring evoked the facetious com- 
‘ meats it deserved. One unkind 
Reform Rabbi suggested that what 
frightened Schindler vjas that the in- 
gathering of all the Jews would re- 
quire his, Schindler’s, “making 
aliya." 

Even the inanities of public men, 
however, have limited . permis- 
sibility. Rabbi Schindler in San 
Francisco revealed the motive for 
• his ef fort to mobilize Jewish s up- 
port against the fundamentalists. He 
went on to make a proposal which 
demonstrated a chilling indifference 
to Israel’s future. 

In denouncing Jewish “flirtation" 
with the school of Christian thought 
passionately manning the ramparts 
of defence of Israel he urged a 
coalition' with the Christian move- 
ment manning the ramparts of 
hostility to Israel — the National 


Council of Churches, which h 
long been an active partner in ti 
anti-Israel campaign in the U.S. 1 
Dr. Schindler, the ominous gi 
between the NCC and the welfa 
of Israel are merely “ideological d 
ferences” which should be ignore 
The really important issues 1 
elsewhere. “We must work wi 
them," he said “on free choice 
abortion, on gun control, c 
strategic arms limitation.”

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LIGHT ON THE WALLS 

HAROLD SAUNDERS, the U.S. assistant secretary of state, res- 
ponds to criticism of his ‘pro-Arab’ stance with a personal state- 
ment, introduced here by Post Washington correspondent WOLF 
BLITZER. 


The defence minister, the chief of 
staff and other senior Israeli of- 
ficials bad to go notth to take 
charge at the scene of that terrorist 
attack. Children died in the course 
of that day. 

Tbe next day, when our talks 
resumed at the prime minister's 
residence, others were offering for- 
mal condolences. As I shook hands 
■ with the defence minister, 1 said 
simply, “I am deeply sorry for what 
you went through yesterday." 

There were tears in response — 
because someone had recognized 
not only the tragedy of the event but 
the heavy burden of responsibility 
which that one human being had 
had to bear. That human exchange 
came simply and easily. 

I have a sense of what war means 
in Israel. As it happened, shortly 
after the 1973 war, I flew indirectly 
from Egypt to Israel following 
Secretary Kissinger's meeting with 
President Sadat, to work with Prime 
Minister Meir and her colleagues 
on the agreement that was to con- 
solidate the cease-fire and lead to 
the first disengagement. We' were in 
Israel by chance on the day when

the casualty figures from the ’73 war 
were released. 

A pall bung over the countiy. It 
was almost tangible. I understand 
why Israeli military objectives in- 
clude not only achieving military 
objectives but keeping casualties as 
low as possible. 

1 recall, too, from an earlier visit, 
before the 1967 war, walking 
through the underground shelters in 
one of the kibbutzim on the 
northern border and seeing vividly 


what it is like for parents and 
children alike to live constantly with 
the threat of unexpected shelling. 

IN HONESTY, I must recall mov- 
ing human experiences among the 
Arab people as well. 

I remember lunch in one of the 
Palestinian refugee camps near 
Jericho before the 1967 war. One of 
the Palestinian Arab camp 
managers told how he could go up 
into the hills and look across the 
green line to the place where he had 
grown up. He asked: “Why don’t 
the American people — the most 
sympathetic people in the world — 
recognize what we have suffered]?’ 

He described how the Arab peo- 
ple settle a dispute: First, the 
transgressor acknowledges that a 
wrong has been done. Then a price 
is set as compensation for the 
wrong. The ultimate act of nobility, 
he said, is that the price is turned 
back. 

“We just want the world to 
recognize that we have been ill done 
to," he concluded, in a plea for 
compassion, understanding and 
justice — and in recognition that 
-ending the suffering of one party to

As a public ser- 
vant, I felt the charge of failure. 

I SHARE special feelings about 
Jerusalem. Thejr can’t be the same 
as those of the Jewish people, but 
they are rooted injny own sense of 
history and strong feelings about my 
own religious tradition. . 

I have looked from my window 
on the sixth floor of the King David 
Hotel at the tights playing on the 
walls, of the old city of Jerusalem 
before midnight I have gone to bed 
or started the -day's work with the 
first light of day playing on those ’ 
, same walls — with all of the feelings 
of peace that come with those late 


: night and early .tpoming hours. 

As one who has experienced th 
sense of peace, as one who b 
reflected on the greatness , 
thought which has been inspired 
those who have looked to that c i 
oyer the years, and as one who 
experienced the force of mode* 
Israeli feeling about the city, 
believe I have a sense of what is i 
volved. I cannot, from outside. ti 
Jewish tradition, fully share ti 
sense of Jerusalem's special place 
the unique history of the Jewi 
people, but I understand enough 
be sensitive to Jewish feelings, 

I must also say that I have e 
perienced on the Moslem side ti 
intensity of their feeling abo 
Jerusalem. 

As a person reared in a religftr 
tradition, I have often ponder*'- 
with gratitude that it has been 
responsibility to play the role I _ 
played on behalf of the U.S. is 
modern history of Israel at 
place and time.

expansion risky amid 
a world slump in tourism

But the spectre of a white 
elephant is stalking the hotel's 
'management offices. The expansion 
of the Ramada and of Jerusalem 
hotels in genera! is talcing place at a 
lime when' tourism both intef- 
nationally' and in JsraeL is suffering, 
a slump* and the outlook for the 
coming year ' is gloomy. General 
manager'' Yehuda Greenbaum said 
(hat over the last three months his 
hotel has suffered from a 7 percent 
drop in occupancy compared with ' 
the same period last year. 

Greenbaum, who was chairman 
of the Jerusalem Hotel Association 
until last year, . said that hotels 
throughout the country have faced 
a similar decline in occupancy. The . 
trend is not reflected in government 
tourism figures, which show a $ per 
cent increase in 1980 over 1979, 
because those numbers do not dis- 
tinguish between “genuine” tourists 
slaying in hotels and those who 
come on cheapcharters to stay with 
friends and relatives, Greenbaum 
claimed. 

The hotels, are waging a fierce 
price-cutting war to hold onto their 
share of a falling .market, said 
Greenbaum. “We should all get 
together and agree on prices. If the 
Tourism administration . won’r fix 
prices, a cartel may be the only 
answer."’ 

The hotel, in the southwest 
Jerusalem suburb of Bayh Vegan, 
became part of the Brussels-based 
Ramada international hotel chain in 
June 1978 and immediately began 
building to increase the size of the 
hotel to 700 rooms. 

The hotel has now launched an 
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intensive marketing programme in 
an attempt to fill the additional 
rooms. Last month, it opened its 
own office iir New York in a bid to 
revive the . interest of - a flagging 
market. The number of tourists 
from America has fallen most steep- 
ly. • . • • ■ , . 

The Ramada has started 'advertis- 
ing in Japan, and the hotel’s deputy 
manager HaJcram Albasel is cur- 
rently on a two-week' tour of Cairo 
and Alexandria meeting. Egyptian 
travel . agents in the' hope of per- 
suading ^ them -.to send groups to the 
Ramada. - 

Greenbaum has also deckled to 
allocate more resources to tapping 
the West German market, already 
the hotel’s most important source of 
customers, averaging 30 per cent of. 
the total: U L would be quite witling 
for all our customers to be Ger- 
mans.” he said. “They are very 
easy-going and Only make genuine 
complaints.” The: hotel publishes 
menus and Tegular Information on 
■Jewish, festivals in German and is 
-currently training more of its- staff to 
speak the language. 

Although Greenbaum believes 
the 'government Tourism Ad- 
ministration, should be spending 
much more money on promoting 
Israel as a tourist centre abroaji, he 
favours the suggestion floated by 
the Treasury a few weeks ago that 
government tourist offices abroad 
should be closed. 

' “I think they only harm the 
promotion of tourism,” he said. 
“All the security, arrangements 
around the office only reinforce the 
image of the public abroad that 
Israel is a place which is unsafe to 
visit. And .this is. exactly what we 
have lo overcome.” 

He -believes the offices are 
wasteful.. “Keeping an Israeli 
abroad to work in an office costs a 
fortune,” he said. “All the money 
should be spent on advertising in- 
stead.” ‘ 

Greenbaum also thinks that 
tourism has suffered by being 
placed in the same ministerial port- 
folio as industry and trade, thus los- 
ing its independent representative 
in the cabinet.

159 issues fall by 5-10 per cent

TEL AVIV. — Following Wall 
Street’s massive decline on Wednes- 
day. Israeli investors yesterday 
dumped stocks like hot potatoes. 
No sector was immune from the 
massive selling offers and the 
declining prices. 

Individual issues were registered 
as “sellers only.” while another 82 
traded on the downside by margins 
of 5-10 per cent. Trading turnovers 
were active and crossed the IS 171 m. 
mark. 

Yesterday's action was overdue, 
as the market has been galloping 
over the past two months without 


any meaningful interruption. The 
high level of the market coupled 
with political uncertainty was 
primarily responsible for the fall. 

Yet investors have not found an 
outlet more suitable for their funds 
than equities, and it is more than 
likely that they will return to the 
scene in a session or two. But, 
should the government fall, yester- 
day's action could well be repealed. 

Two of the country’s three largest 
banks, meanwhile, are preparing 
major financial offerings, and they 
will undoubtedly do their utmost to 
maintain a positive market at- 
mosphere. 

The index-linked bond market 


absorbed some of the money com- 
ing out of the share sector. Prices 
moved up for the second con- 
secutive session. 

Commercial bank shares proved 
that they are not immune to falling 
markets. Leumi was unchanged, but 
Hupoalim eased by some 2 per cent. 
The same was true of Union. IDB 
was down a fraction of 1 per cent, 
but Israel General was clipped for a 
10 per cent loss. Danot and FIB1 
were “sellers only.” 

Issues declining by 10 per cent 
could be found in nearly every sec- 
tor of trading and included Rein- 
surance 0.5, Azorim, and Cold 
Storage 0.5.

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Let it end honourably 

THERE IS. as every schoolboy knows, a time in the affairs of men 
which, taken at the flood, leads on to fortune; omitled. all (he voyage 
of their life is bound in shallows and in miseries. 

Prime Minister Begin’s fateful omission rested in not calling a new 
election in the immediate aftermath of the signing of the peace treaiy 
with Egypt, in March 1979. His stewardship, it is true, had by then 
passed the peak of its popularity, which it reached shortly after the 
triumph of May 1977. But the’ descent, slow at first, had not yet 
become a precipitous tumble into the abyss. 

The peace treaty was. as it remains. Mr. Begin’s crowning glory, 
even if in the light of official pretensions it may now appear 
somewhat hollow. It was. after all. the first act of true concord bet- 
ween the Jewish State and any of its Arab neighbours. 

Had the premier sought a fresh mandate for his administration 
right after the Knesset's overwhelming ratification of the peace, a 
graiefui people might have relumed him to power with an increased 
majority. They might have forgiven the entire coalition its emergen! 
wrecking assault on the country's economy, foreign relations, and 
morale. 

Some close aides did advise Mr. Begin that that was the finest and 
most propitious hour he could expect for a renewed test of popular 
support, and that he should not miss the opportunity. He ignored 
their counsel, however, being apparently determined to complete a 
full four-year term of office. 

That meant that a new general election would not be held earlier 
than the mandatory date in November 1981. 

During the next two years the government's (and the nation's) 
career became inexorably bound in those very shallows and miseries. 
By now, the government has utterly lost the confidence of the people 
— their confidence in the helmsman's ability to lead his own crew, 
and in the ability of that crew to sail the ship of state. Worse, they 
began to lose faith in themselves, and in their own system of gover- 
nance. 

The indifferent remnants of the original team still presided over by 
Mr. Begin represent a minority government today. This government 
may still be able to survive a Knesset vote, by the skin of its teeth, but 
in the public opinion polls it comes out, not occasionally but con- 
sistently. barely alive. 

Indeed, never before in all of Israel's nearly 33 years has there 
been as wide a chasm between "them” and “us.” between the ruled 
masses and the ruling few. 

Deep down even the publicly euphoric Mr. Begin cannot fail to ap- 
preciate that his desperate clinging to the letter of the constitution is 
sapping away the spirit of democracy. He cannot fail to recognize 
that the current rift between the ministers of finance and education 
over the implementation of the Etziorii Commission report is only the 
symptom of profound malaise — and that the national crisis will not 
have been resolved even if that rift were to be papered over, 
somehow, by next Sunday. 

The causes of the country's present discontents manifestly lie far 
deeper than a dispute over teachers' salaries. Even the prime minister 
cannot possibly disregard this obvious fact. 

Whatever the results of MK Shlomo Lorincz's efforts at concilia- 
tion (and they did not look very good last night), Mr. Begin has but 
one honourable recourse: to move without delay for the dissolution 
of the present Knesset, and set as early a date for the new election as 
possible — and without resorting to the trickery of remaking his pre- 
sent cabinet into a transition government. If he does not choose this 
course of action, he may for once be upstaged by the opposition. 

Let him seize the day, then, and bow out gracefully, rather than un- 
der duress, even at this late hour. He will not recoup the fortune that 
seemed not long ago within his reach, but he may still retain some 
shred of the dignity which his own school of political thought has; 
always placed at the top of the catalogue of civic virtues.

This “hospitality centre" is a 
project of the Habad hassidic move- 
ment, which renovated a building 
and bought new furniture for it. Hot 
meals are provided every day. J.S. 


VILLAGERS are beginning to 
return to their abandoned homes in 
the Volta river basin of West Africa 
as the result of an international 
campaign to rid the area of the 
scourge of river blindness. 

The disease has affected more 
than a million people across an in- 
fected zone spanning seven 
countries, some of them the poorest 
nations in the world. 

The fertile river basin, once in- 
fested by the disease-carrying black 
fly. is being reclaimed in a 20-year, 
SI 20m. programme financed by the 
World Bank and many individual 
countries. 

More than 70,000 people in 
Benin, Ghana, Ivory Coast, Mali, 
Niger. Togo and Upper Volta have 
been completely blinded by the dis- 
ease. It is called river blindness 
because the fly which carries the 
disease lays its eggs in fast-flowing 
water. 

The first results of the inter- 
national campaign surpass the plan- 
ners' expectations.

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BEFORE THE FALL I

UNLIKE T.S. Eliot's vision of the 
world ending with a whimper, Mr. 
Begin's government seems deter- 
mined to end with a bang. The 
crescendo of rapid firing is deafen- 
ing. The director-general of the 
Ministry for Religious Affairs was 
summarily dismissed; the director 
of the Lands Administration bull- 
dozed away: the general manager 
of the Israel Electric Corporation 
switched ofT; and the inspector- 
general of the police fired iwith 
lightning speed and resounding 
thunder. 

In no other field of endeavour has 
the government manifested a 
similar alacrity. Its hallmark is 
procrastination. Us method is 
improvisation. Its policy is indeci- 
sion. It is a government without 
savoir-faire. It does not know what 
to do and when to act. And when, as 
the result of its neglect and in- 
competence, matters reach a point 
where action is inevitable, the 
government's decisions are hasty 
and its judment faulty. 

The country is covered with the 
debris of the government's failures. 
Record inflation and a growing un- 
employmenl endanger the' 
economic and social stability. Aliya 
is drying up and yerida is flowing. 
The process of estrangement 
between Israel and the Diaspora is 
gathering momentum. The negotia- 
tions with Egypt are stalled; the 
relations with our friends in the 
world are in the deep-freeze. The 
public in Israel watches with disdain 
the antics of a coalition, tottering on 
the brink of break-up. trying to 
operate life-support equipment to 
prolong the agony of the govern- 
ment. The people are repelled by 
the weekly hit-parade of ministers 
reaching out for microphones like 
shipwrecked sailors for a floating 
plank. They are appalled by the un- 
dignified style of debate of their 
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elected representatives. 

The people lose their sense of 
orientation in the whirl of unending 
revelations and acrimonious 
recriminations; they lose their way 
in the dense forest of planted disin- 
formation nursed by officials and 
ministers alike; they lose their sense 
of value when subjected by the 
banks to an hourly bombardment of 
jingles trying to lure the hardwork- 
ing moshavnik to beat his plough 
into shares and the easygoing 
youngster to join in the dance 
around the pile of paper money; 
they lose their faith in the blessings 
of democracy and the justice of a 
society founded on law when the 
government is lax with certain of- 
fenders and severe with dutybound 
defenders of that law. 

When the latest bolt from a dark 
sky, the Burg blitz, struck a 
bewildered nation, the interior 
minister invoked the somber 
memory of the Weimar Republic 
and compared regrettable malprac- 
tices with the deadly machinations 
of the devilish Dr. Goebbels. For- 
tunately Dr. Burg has recognized 
that such an odious allusion of- 
fended not only the target of his 
wrath but the nation as a whole. 

BUT WHAT ABOUT the spectre 
of the Weimar Republic? One thing 
is certain. It did not collapse 
because the heads of its law en- 
forcement agencies were too tough 
and energetic. On the contrary, they 
were too hesitant to. use their legal 
powers in the defence of the 
Republic against the assault of the 
totalitarian forces. The night of 
Nazism descended upon Germany 
because its democratically-elected 
government was rent with dissent, 
incapacitated by incompetence, ir- 
resolute in action and overwhelmed 
by the fearful dimensions of 
economic depression and millions 
of unemployed. 


FIGHTING LITTER 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — On my recent visits to 
Israel, I have been very encouraged 
by the increased interest which peo- 
ple are showing towards a cleaner 
environment. The problem, of 
course, is that, in these days of 
financial stringency, the allocation 
of funds to preventing the spread of 
litter is frequently put at the bottom 
of the priority list. Yet I am sure 
that cleaner streets and public 
facilities will encourage people to 
take more pride in their environ- 
ment and country. 

Your readers may therefore be in- 
terested in the “Cleaner City Pilot 
Scheme” which is currently being 
run by the Westminster City Coun- 
cil. The scheme involves public and 
voluntary organizations as well as 
private enterprise in keeping clean 
an area covering two and a half 
miles around Leicester Square, the 
heart of the West End. During the 
past year the scheme has attracted 
national attention as a result of its 
success in keeping this famous area 
clean and litter-free. 

An essential part of this campaign 
has been the sponsorship of litter 
bins by private businesses. This has 
taken the financial burden of 
providing an expensive piece of 
street furniture from the local coun- 
cil and reduced the cost of litter 
collection to the public. Since local 
authorities in Israel are facing 
similar financial problems as those 
in other countries, I wonder 
whether this approach to private 
sponsorship might be of interest to 
local authorities in Israel. 

Of course, I realize that litter bins 
present a security issue. But in 
Westminster, we have had to cope 
with a similar situation due to the 
IRA bombings. In fact, at one stage, 


all the litter bins in the London Un- 
derground stations in the 
Westminster area were removed for 
security. The immediate result, 
however, was a deterioration in 
cleanliness and increased liner. So, 
in spite of initial fears in some quar- 
ters. the litter bins were put back 
and so far, the fears have proved to 
be groundless. 

When the Cleaner City scheme 
was conceived, there was con- 
siderable scepticism as to its im- 
plementation. Everybody agreed 
that a litter free environment was a 
good thing.' but very few thought 
that much could really be done 
about it. Now we have proved that 
people will keep their environment 
tidy if there are litter bins available.

The Weimar Republic fell 
because German barons of industry, 
Prussian Junkers and a junta of 
army generals supported Hitler in 
the hope that his storm troopers 
would protect their property and 
power against an uprising of a 
despairing people. It fell because 
the German democratic tradition 
was feeble and the German people 
prone to the lure of totalitarian 
brutality. 

The present distress in Israel is 
evidence not of a basic crisis in 
democracy but of a passing afflic- 
tion caused by the ideological and 
intellectual disposition of. the 
leading government party. The pur- 
suit of democratic liberties does not 
form a fundamental part of Herut's 
Weltanschauung. Uncompromising 
nationalism is its central motivation. 
Its belief in Lhe effectiveness of force 
outranks its faith in the value of 
humanism. Its monolithic fidelity to 
the leader cult exceeds its zeal for 
democratic change. These are the 
features that determine the political 
outlook of the party, the priorities 
of its programme, the rhetoric of its 
representatives, the personal style 
of its members and the quality of 
their human relations. 

•Herut's parliamentary and 
governmental performance reflects 
its true nhture. Hollow oratory 
serves as substitute for meaningful 
action; the show of muscle replaces 
foundering policies; shallow cliches, 
sophisticated diplomatic persua- 
sion; verbal violence, civilized 
debate; and ministerial irreverence 
supersedes governmental dignity. 

THE LEADERSHIP principle 
works only, if at all, as long as the 
leader is in full possession of his 
powers. When his strength fades, his 
authority wanes and the govern- 
ment over which he presides 
becomes paralyzed. It lives on bor- 
rowed time and rented votes.
